In  accoj  dance  with  the  resolution  of  the  meeting  held  last 
February,  this  second  Convention  assembled  at  two  o'clock  of 
this  day,  and  proceeded  to  business. 

The  Hon.  M,  Cameron  not  having  arrived,  it  was  moved  i»y 
the  Rev,  J.  S.  Youmans,  seconded  by  the  Rev.  E.  Ban-ass,  and 
resolved,  that  the  Rev.  "W'm.  Scott,  of  Napanee,  take  the  chair. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted.  The  Chairman  ex- 
pressed his  regret  that  Mr.  Camei-on  was  not  present  to  conduct 
the  business  of  the  Convention.  The  objects  of  this  organiza- 
tion and  the  work  of  this  convention  were  briefly  stated.  The 
Chairman  said  there  was  a  good  deal  of  very  important  busi- 
ness to  bring  befoi*e  the  Convention.  He  would  endeavor  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  Chair  with  promptitude  and  impar- 
tiality, and  he  was  confident  that  every  member  of  the  Con- 
vention would  render  assistance  toward  the  despatch  of  business, 
and  that  everything  would  be  done  with  due  regard  to  the  in- 
terests of  the  organization. 

It  was  necessary  that  the  Divine  blessing  should  be  in'/oked, 
anf*  the  Chaii^man  requested  the  Rev.  Joel  Briggs  to  lead  in 
prayer,    i-.^  .^■■.:i';.;..  /'•t  ■  •••.  '-<■!'. 

The  Chairman  said  it  afforded  him  very  great  pleasure  to 
perceive  in  the  audience  an  old  and  tried  friend  of  the  Tem- 
perance cause,  who  was  to  be  considered  as  the  Representative 
of  the  United  States.  He  referred  to  Dr.  Charles  Jewett  of 
Tennessee,  whom  he  (the  Chairman)  had  heard  and  known  in 
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jeaxB  past.      Dr.  Jewett  had  labored  in  Eastern  Canada  wilh 
great  ability  and  success,  and  now  Western  Canada  is  favored    I 
with  his  presence  and  aid. 

D.  Jewett  was  invited  to  the  Platform,  and  on  coming  for- 
ward was  loudly  cheered. 

The  venerable  Doctor  expressed  himself  highly  gratified  with 
the  manner  of  his  introduction,  and  glad  of  the  opportunity  to 
identify  himself  with  the  Tempei'ance  workers  of  the  Dominion. 
He  would  at  a  future  time  state  liis  views  on  the  present  posi- 
tion of  the  Temperance  enterprize,  and  on  the  measiures  to  be 
adopted  to  secure  a  permanent  victory. 

Moved  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Aylsworth,  seconded  by  J.  M.  Grover,     * 
Esq.,  and  resolved  unanimously,  that  Dr.  Jewett  be  requested 
to  consider  himself  a  member  of  this  Convention,  and  freely 
take  part  in  its  deliberations. 

The  Chairman  invited  several  gentlemen  to  ta^e  seats  on  the 
platform,  among  whom  were  the  Rev.  Dr.  Richardson,  Simeon 
Morrell,  Esq.,  Rev.  Mr.  Manning,  and  Dr.  Oronhyateka. 

The  Secretary,  W.  S.  Williams,  Esq.,  was  requested  to  read 

his  report. 

CANADA  TEMPERANCE  UNION.

Napanee,  Ont.,  Sept.  7th,  1869.  j 

Officers  and  Members, — On  the  23rd  day  of  February 
last  "  The  Canada  Tempei-ance  Union  "  was  organized  upon  a 
call  made  by  the  OflScers  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance,  Indepen- 
dent Order  of  Good  Templars,  and  British  Templars,  for  the 
purpose  of  "  uniting  and  concentrating  the  energies  and  efforts 
of  all  the  friends  of  Temperance  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. " 
It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  delegates  assembled  at  that  time 
unanimously  evinced  a  strong  desire  that  the  CTnion  should 
prove  a  success.  It  was  felt  that  something  of  this  kind  was 
wanted  in  order  that  we  might  the  more  amicably  and  unitedly 
work  for  the  good  of  the  Temperance  cause  and  the  salvation  o^ 
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onr  expanding  Dominion.  With  these  objects  in  view,  and 
having  the  promise  of  all  who  were  then  assembled  to  render 
aid  in  furthering  the  project,  your  Secretary  undertook  the 
laborious  task  assigned  him. 

From  the  north,  from  the  east,  from  the  south,  and  from  the 
west ;  from  Ministei's  of  the  Gospel ;  fiom  public  men  j  from 
Synods  and  from  Conferences  ;  from  Sabbath  Schools  and  from 
Tempei*ance  Societies,  communications  have  reached  me,  hailing 
with  pleasure  the  formation  of  the  "  Canada  Tempei'ance 
Union."       • 

It  was  not  the  intention  of  the  convenei's  of  the  meeting  last 
winter  that  this  Union  should  interfere  with  Temperance  Socir 
eties  already  formed  ;  but  rather  to  assist  them — to  define 
work  for  all,  and  secure  united  action  upon  sound  and  acknow- 
ledged principles. 

The  XTnited  Kingdom  Alliance,  formed  in  Manchester,  Eng- 
land, in  1853,  seeks  to  procure  an  altei-ation  in  the  laws  that 
relate  to  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 
This  is  our  principal  aim,  and  we  purpose  to  make  our  voices 
heard  at  the  forthcoming  elections.  Through  the  different 
Societies  ;  by  the  aid  of  the  press  and  the  pulpit,  we  desire  to 
create  a  sentiment  in  our  land  favorable  to  prohibition. 

That  the  people  of  England  favor  this  we  can  no  longer 
doubt.  We  refer  to  the  proceedings  in  the  English  House  of 
Commons  on  the  "  Permissive  Bill."  For  the  years  1864  and 
1869  the  votes  st^nd  thus  : 

1864.  '       .  1869. 

Ayes  40  votes  and  pairs.  Ayes  94  votes   and  pairs. 

Naj's  297  votes  and  pairs.  Kays  200  votes  and  pairs. 

Majority  257  (1864).  Majority  106  (1869). 

The  friends  of  the  Bill  have  thus  increased  from  40  to  94, 
The  opponents  have  decreased  from  297  to  200.  The  majority 
has  been  reduced  from  257  to  106.  A  diminution  of  the  hostile 
majority  of  151.     The  votes  and  pairs  in  favour  of  the  Bill  by 
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the  members  for  Ireland  and  Wales  were  32,  and  agaiast  the 
Bill  only  22,  a  majority  of  10  in  favour  of  the  measure.  About 
four  thousand  petitions,  bearing  nearly  eight  hundred  thousand 
signatures,  were  thLs  year  presented  in  favour  of  the  Bill. 

On  the  23rd  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1869,  at  the  convocation 
of  the  Province  of  Canterbury,  a  committee  on  intemperance 
was  appointed,  composed  of  the  following  distinguished  Cler-

On  the  2Gth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  18G9,  they  issued  theix' 
report,  which  is  considered  by  competent  judges  as  one  of  the 
best  exjwsitions  of  the  denionjizing  effects  of  the  traffic  yet 
published. 

With  your  i)ermission  I  will  quote  from  theii*  report  briefly, 
l)elieving  that  their  views  will  have  more  Aveight  in  the  coimtry 
than  anything  that  I  can  write. 

They  say  :  "  The  Committee  have  felt  that  the  Clerg}'^  being 
an  order  to  whom  the  spiritual  charge  of  the  people  is  commit- 
ted, and  who  must  be,  more  or  less,  cognizant  of  the  ruin,  to 
both  soul  and  body,  which  this  terrible  vice  is  working  in  their 
midst,  are  required,  above  all  others,  to  contend  with  an  evil  of 
such  gigantic  dimensions  and  disastrous  results  as  Intempe- 
i*ance." 

Said  C/ommittee  I'ecommeiidixl  the  following  legislative  reme- 
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dies,  some  of  which  are  applicable  to  this  country,  and  I  re- 
commend the  same  to  your  serious  consideration  :  .:  } 

"  1.  The  repeal  of  the  Beer  Act  of  1830,  and  the  total  sup- 
pression of  beer  houses."  -^       • '• 

"  2.  The  closing  of  Public  Houses  on  the  Lord's  Day,  except 
for  the  accommodation  of  bona  fide  travellers." 

"3.  The  earlier  closing  of  Public  Houses  on  week-day'evenings, 
in  accordance  with  the  practice,  now  on  the  increase,  of  early  clo- 
sing in  all  other  businesses  ;  more  especially  is  this  necessary  on 
Saturday,  when  it  is  well  known  Intemperance  chiefly  prevails." 

"  4.  A  gi-eat  reduction  in  the  number  of  Public  Houses  through- 
out the  kingdon,  it  being  in  evidence  that  the  number  already 
licensed  fai*  exceeds  any  real  demand,  and  that  in  i)roportion  as 
facilities  for  drinking  are  reduced,  Intemperance  with  its  mani- 
fold evils  is  restrained." 

"5.  Placing  the  whole  Licensing  system  under  one  authority, 
land  administering  it  on  some  \inifoiTa  plan,  which  would  have 
[for  its  object  the  abatement  of  existing  temptations  to  tippling 
I  and  intemf^erate  habits." 

"  G.  The  rigid  enforcement  of  the  penalties  now  attached  to 
I  drunkenness,  both  on  the  actual  offenders  and  on  licensed  per- 
[sons  who  allow  drunkenness  to  occur  on  their  premises." 

"7,  Passing  an  act  to  prevent  the  same  person  to  hold  a  music, 
lancing,  or  billiard  license,  in  conjunction  with  a  license  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicatini?  drinks." 

"  8.  Prohibiting  the  use  of  Public  Houses  as  committee  rooms 
it  elections,  and  closing  such  Houses  on  the  days  of  nomination 
id  election,  in  every  Parliamentary  borough." 

"  9.  Theap}>ointment  of  a  district  class  of  police  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  Public  Houses,  and  frequent  visitations  of  Public  Houses, 
lor  the  detection  of  adulterations,  to  bo  followed,  on  conviction, 
[>y  severe  penalties."  V  ^ 

"  10.  The  repeal  of  all  the  duties  on  tea,  cjoffee,  chocolate  and 
>ii£far."

I  have  received  from  various  sources  in  collections,  subscrip-   ^ 
tions,  and  donations  to  the  Union,  to  the  sixth  day  of  Septem-   ' 
ber,  the  sum  of  $232.50.     T  have  paid  on  account  of  pi-inting, 
stationery,  seal  for  the  Union,  and  postage,  the  sum  of  $221.08,   '* 
leaving  in   my  hands  the  sum  of  $11.48.      But   the  Messrs.  ; 
Henry  Brothers,  of  Napanee,  have  an  account  against  the  Union 
for  printing,  viz.,  $63.25.     Deducting  the  amount  of  $11.48  in 
my  hands  from  the  account  of  Messrs.  Henry  Brothers,  we  are 
in  debt  the  sum  of  $51.77.      Attached  to  this  are  the  several 
accounts  for  printing,  postage,  stationery ;  also  an  accQm;t  iii 
detail  of  the  cash  received  and  paid  out. 

Atthe  session  in  February  last,  thesumof  $56.50  was guaranted  | 
for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Union.     Of  this  only  the  sum  of 
$20  has  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  still  due  from  this  source 
amounting  to  $36.50. 

At  the  meeting  in  February,  an  Executive  Committee  of 
seventy-four  gentlemen  was  appointed,  in  the  Province  of  Onta- 
rio, and  ten  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  from  whom  we  expected 
at  least  the  sum  of  five  dollars  each,  but  from  whom  we  have 
only  received  the  sum  of  five  dollars.  If  we  had  received  the 
sum  guaranteed,  and  the  amounts  expected  from  the  Executive, 
we  would  have  in  our  Treasury  the  sum  of  f  399.23,  after  pay- 
ing  all  our  liabilities. 

Unions  have  been  formed  from  which  we  have  expected 
money.  Financial  system  and  regularity  of  payment  are  abso- 
lutely requisite.  If  the  members  of  the  Executive  will  stir 
themselves,  our  organization  will  prosper.  If  our  organization 
prospers,  the  Temperance  cause  must  advance. 

We  trust  that  measures  will  be  adopted  at  this  session  secw 
ring  to  your  Treasury  the  required  amounts  to  carry  on  this 
organization,  which  has  been  so  auspiciously  inaugurated. 

The  receipts  of  the  "  United  Kingdom  Alliance  "  for  the  year 
ending  the  30th  September,  1868,  were  ^14,404  14s.,  sterling- 
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he  expenditures  were  £12,681  5s.  6d.,  sterling.     It  addition 
this  they  are  publishing  two  periodicals,  the  "  Meliora  "  and 
e  "Alliance  News." 
If  we  succeed  in  this  great  moral  reform,  we  must  work  alid 

ntribute  of  our  means.     Continually  talking  Temperance  with- 

ut  aiding  the  project  foiancially  is  not  the  way  of  life  and 

ictory. 

LECTURES. 

At  the  first  Session,  the  Finance  Committee  introduced  the 
bllowing  report : 

"  We  recommend  that   local  members   of    the  Executive 
mmittee  be  authorized  to  solicit  subscriptions  to  the  funds  of 
his  Union. 

"  We  would  recommend  that  an  Agent  or  Lecturer  be 
ngaged  by  this  Union,  as  we  are  convinced  that  his  expenses 
and  salary  would  be  fully  met  by  contributions  from  those 
mong  whom  he  laboui'S."  Which  report  was  adopted  by  the 
Convention. 

At  the  executive  meeting  held  in  the  City  of  Ottawa,  on  the 
12th  day  of  May  last,  after  due  deliberation,  the  Hon. 
Malcolm  Cameron,  our  President,  Vice  President  Rev.  William 
Scott,  of  Napanee,  J.  N.  T.  Hannum,  Esq.,  of  Ottawa,  E.  W. 
Holton,  Esq.,  of  Belleville,  and  your  Secretary,  were  appointed 
Committete  on  Lecturers.  • 

The  Rev.  I.  B.  Aylsworth,  M.   A.,  of  Belleville,  and  S.  T. 
ammond,   Esq.,    Editor  and  Proprietor  of  the   "Dominion 
ournal,"  of  Ottawa,  were  appointed  by  said  committee  Agents 
d  Lecturers  on  behalf  of  the  "  Union."     Having  entii-e  con- 
fidence in  their  zeal,  ability  and  adaptability  to  the  work,  your 
President  and  myself  commissioned  them  about  the  first  of  June 
|last,   and  since  that  time  the  Rev.   Mr.   Aylswwth  has  been 
tra\  elling  in  the  western  paii;  of  this  Province,  lecturing  week 
Idays  and  preaching  on  Sundays. 

Mr  Hammond  has  been  travelling  in  the  eastern  part  of  this 
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Province  and  in  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

Although  working  in  tlie  busiest  season  of  the  year,  they 
have  been  eminently  successful.  They  vfere  commissioned  to  J 
act  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions  above  quoted,  in  collect- 
ing subsciiptions  and  collections,  retaining  out  of  the  funds  so 
received  the  .sum  of  sixty  dollars  per  month,  the  balance  to  be 
j>aid  over  to  this  Society, 

Mr  Hammond,  after  deducting  his  salary,  has  paid  into  the 
general  funds  of  the  society  the  sum  of  seventy  five  dollars. 

Mr.  Aylsworth,  after  deducting  his  salary,  has  paid  into  the 
genfiral  fumls  of  the  society  the  sum  of  dollars. 

"We  have  ]>een  much  pleased  with  the  notices  given  of  the 
labours  of  these  gentlemen  by  the  press  generally.  Success  has 
attended  them.  The  "  Montreal  Witness,"  of  +he  14th  day  of 
July  last,  in  speaking  of  a  lecture  delivered  by  Mr  Hammond, 
in  the  Ottfiwa  Street  Wesley  an  Church,  says  :  "  The  lecture 
was  thi'oughout  a  very  eloquent  and  forcible  one,  and  was 
listened  to  with  the  greatest  attention,  the  audience  frequently 
testifying  their  approval  with  applause.  At  its  close  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  unanimously  tendei-ed  the  lecturer,  who  briefly 
I'esponded."  • 

The  press  throvighout  the  West  have  spoken  in  very  com- 
plimentary terms  of  Bro.  Aylsworth's  success,  zeal,  and 
ability.  "■ 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that  these  gentlemen,  if  re- 
appointed, can  render  our  cause  good  service  during  the  winter 
months.  Money  then  is  more  plentiful,  the  people  have  more 
time  to  spare,  and  will  attend  public  meetings  more  generally 
than  during  the  busy  season  of  the  year. 

It  has  been  said  :  '*  We  must  have  almost  as  many  Christian 
places  for  young  men  as  the  theatres  and  saloons.  If  the  devil 
is  willing  to  spend  one  dollar  to  ruin  a  soul,  and  we  are  williug 
to  give  but  fifty  cents,  the  devil  gets  the  soul." 

Let  us  keep  Lecturers  in  the  field,  multiplying  societies,  in-

forming  the  people  of  the  ravages  of  this  soul-destroying  tratKc, 
and  endeavoring  to  educate  the  masses  to  the  belief  that  without 
prohibition  we  are  unsafe.  ' 

EXECUTIVE  MEETING. 

Your  Secretaiy  and  President,  umvilling  to  undertake  the 
management  of  this  organization  without  first  asking  the  advice 
of  the  executive  committee,  issued  a  circulai-,  whii.'h  was  mailed 
to  each  of  the  executive,  requesting  them  to  meet  in  the  Sons 
of  Temperance  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Ottawa,  on  the  twelfth  day 
of  May  last. 

The  Union  being  a  Dominion  organization,  we  deemed  it  but 
right  and  proper  (considering  that  the  first  meeting  was  held  in 
the  west,  and  that  this  meeting  would  also  here  assemble)  that 
we  should  meet  somewhere  east;  and  as  the  Dominion  Parliar 
ment  was  then  in  session,  we  considered  it  a  favoraljle  opportu- 
nity for  meeting  in  the  capital. 

However,  chiefly  owing  to  the  busy  spring  season  but  few 
were  able  to  meet.  The  Hon.  S.  Tj.  Tilley,  C.  B.,  Minister  of 
Customs  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  met  with  us,  and  for  a 
time  occupied  fhe  Chair.  He  cordially  approved  of  our  eftbrts 
to  unite  the  exertions  of  Temperance  bodies.  He  gave  the  Com- 
mittee much  valuable  information  of  a  practical  kind,  and 
offered  several  important  suggestions  for  the  cariying  out  of  this 
Union.  The  Dominion  Parliament  being  then  in  session,  Mr. 
Tilley  was  compelled  to  retire.  Before  doing  so  he  subscribed 
to  the  general  funds  the  sum  of  $25. 

THE    PRIZE   ESSAYS. 

At  the  February  meeting  it  was  resolved  that  three  prizes  be 
given  for  the  three  best  essays  on  the  following  subject,  viz. : 
essay  "  showing  the  evils,  financially,  socially  and  morally, 
which  the  liquor  traffic  inflicts  on  the  community,  and  the  mo- 
tives that  should  induce  the  electors  to  put  int©  municipal  coun- 
cils, and  the  legislature,  men  who  will  honestly  endeavor  to 
diminish  or  destroy  the  dire  traffic. " 
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It  was  further  resolved  to  offer  a  prize  of  $30  for  the  best 
tract  showing  the  illation  of  the  Church  to  the  Temi)erance 
question  as  advocated  by  Teetotalers.  The  action  taken  by  the 
Executive  I  quote  from  the  printed  minutes. 

"  The  subject  of  prize  essays,  brought  under  the  cousider*^- 
tion  of  the  Toronto  Convention  by  the  Rev.  E.  Barrass,  of  Bath, 
was  reviewed  by  the  Executive,  and  a  conversation  ensued.  The 
general  impression  prevailed  that  moi'e  than  ordinary  impor- 
tance should  be  attached  to  the  preparation  and  publication  of 
sound  temperance  literature." 

"It  was  moved  by  J.  Ormiston, seconded  by  J.  M.  Grover,and 
resolved,  1.  That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to 
advertise,  and  offer  a  prize  of  $100  for  the  best  essay  showing 
the  moral,  social,  and  financial  evils  which  the  liquor  traffic  in- 
flicts on  the  community,  and  the  motives  that  should  induce 
the  electors  to  send  to  the  Legislature,  and  put  into  municipal 
councils,  men  who  will  honestly  endeavor  to  suppress  the  dire 
traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks." 

"  II.  That  a  prize  of  $50  be  given  for  the  best  essay  showing 
the  duties  of  Temperance  men,  and  the  necessity  of  organiza- 
tion, and  that  a  further  prize  of  $25  be  offered  for  the  best  essay 
on  the  subject  of  Inebriate  Asylums,  and  the  duties  of  legislators 
in  reference  to  the  strong  drink  traffic." 

The  essay  on  the  relation  of  the  Church  to  the  Temperance 
cause,  occasioned  considerable  discussion.  The  amount  offered 
as  a  prize  was  thought  to  be  too  small,  and  the  restriction  to 
twelve  pages  was  deemed  inexpedient,  as  not  affording  sufficient 
scope  on  a  theme  so  vitally  important. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  G.  Crane,  seconded  by  several  members, 
it  was  resolved,  that  the  sum  of  $50  be  offered  as  a  prize  for 
the  best"essay  on  the  relations  of  the  Church  to  the  Temper- 
ance enterprize,  and  that  the  limit  to  twelve  pages  be  removed. 

The  subject  of  the  prize  essay  on  Inebriate  Asylums,  and  the 
duties  of  legislators,  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hammond,  recon- 
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sitlered.  After  some  conversation  on  the  relative  important 
of  the  several  essays,  it  was  moved  hy  S.  T.  Hammond,  secondet 
by  J,  Al.  Grover,  and  resolved,  that  the  prize  to  he  ottered  fo; 
the  best  essay  ou  Inebriate  Asylums  and  the  dnties  of  legisla- 
tors, be  increased  to  $50.  The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  th* 
Secretary  ordered  to  advertise  accordingly. 

Some  twenty  essays  have  been  written  on  the  above  subject  . 
which  have  some  time  since  been  forwarded  to  the  several  judgt 
named  by   this   Union,   whose  re2)orts  we  expect  during  thi 
session. 

COMMITTER    ON    STATISTICS. 

The  follovviiig  resolution  was  ad<'[)tetl  at  the  executive  meetin;. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Secretary,   seconded  by  A.  B.   Pard<v' 
and  resolved,  that  the  following  persons  be  a  Committee  to  co;. 
fcider  the  propriety  of  emidoying  some  person  to  pro])are  static 
tics  relating  to  crime,  insanity,  and  other  evil  effects  caused  1 ; 
strong  drinks.     Also,  to  obtain  and   prei)are  statisics    showii:; 
the  quantity  of  liquor  manufactured  and  used  in  this  country 
the  qu;intlty  of  grain  used  in  the   manufacture  of  intoxicatiii. 
driuk;^ ;  and  other  collateral  topics,   viz.: — J.  Ovmiston,  S.    1. 
Hammond,  I.  B.  Avlsworth,  and  Dr.  Oronhvatekha. 

Mr.    Ormiston  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  as  follows  : 
To  the  President  and  members  of  the  executive. 

Your   Committee,  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  th- 
subject  of  statistics    connected  with  the  liquor  traffic,  beg  to 
report  as  follows  : — We  are  earnestly  of  the  o})inion  that  th' 
publication  of  full  and  cori-ect  statistics   with  regard   to  tin 
jnantifacture,  impoi-tation,  sale  and  nse  of  in  oxicating  liquor.s. 
including  the  eost  of  manufacture — the  amount  of  revenue  paid 
with  returns  of  crime,  lunacy  and  pa\iperism  produced  by  thei: 
use,  would  greatly  tend  to  educate  the  public  mind  as  to  th 
enormity  of  the  evil,  and  awaken  greater  public  interest  in  thi^ 
vital  moral  reform. 

Your  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  that  a  compe- 
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tout  person  be  appointed  to  obtain  such  statistics  from  proper 

and  authentic  sources,  and  that  a  suitable  comjiensaticn  be  paid 

for  his  services.      Your  Committee  mate  in  oj)inion  that  the 

Rev.  Wm,  Hcott,  of  Napanee,   would  be  a  suitable  i)erson  to 

))erfurm  the  duties  required  V)y  the  terms  of  this  report,  and 

therefore  the  Committee  recommends  his  a])pointment.

Oil  motion,  the  report  was  adopted.  The  Executive  establish- 
ed the  department  of  statistics  with  the  fullest  conviction  of  its 
vital  importance,  and  entertains  the  hope  that  the  Rev^  Wm. 
Scott  will  be  cordially  iissistod  in  the  efforts  he  may  make  to 
obtain  ndiable  information  on  the  effects  of  the  liquor  trafilc 
lliioughout  the  country." 

Tilt;  Rev.  Wm.  Scott  cheei'fully  undertook  the  laborious  task 
as->ii,'iied  him,  and  has  since  that  time  been  busily  engaged  in 
r-i)]i .cti  ig  the  statistics  enumerate;!  in  said  re[H)rt. 

His  task  has  l)een  an  arduous  one,  beset  with  many  difficul- 
ties. Itut  I  believe  he  has  prepared  a  re})()rt  creditable  to  him- 
seif,  and  which  will  throw  more  light  on  the  money  burdens  of 
this  <iire  evil  than  anytliing  previously  written  in  this  country. 
J  trust  that  when  the  Reverend  gentleman  reads  his  repo)t,  the 
utmust  attention  will  be  given  him.  For  this  amount  of  labor 
uiid  information,  the  Temperance  men  of  this  country  are  largely 
indebted  to  the  Rev.  William  Scott,  and  I  recommend  tliat  he 
loceix  e  a  fair  compensation.  Works  of  this  kind  are  necessary. 
Statistics  of  a  similar  character  have  been  for  several  years 
ptis4  |)repared  in  England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  and  the  United 
Stn  res,  which  have  been  the  means  of  arousing  many  thinking 
men  to  greater  action.  Why  it  has  not  been  done  in  this 
country  ere  this  I  cannot  tell.  It  has  been  done  now,  and  will 
undoubtedly  prove  beneficial  to  our  cause. 
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This  rei>orb,  ami  alwo  tlie  essay.s  to  whicli  will  be  awarded  the 
Siveml  prizes,  become  the  property  of  the  Union.  i  hey  are 
valuable  documents.  They  should  be  circulated  freely  tlnou;^h- 
out  this  country,  by  means  of  our  ageuts;  by  the  difFeront 
TenijxaMnce  organizations  and  Sabbatli  Schools;  and  by  young 
men's  Christian  Associations.  Each  of  those  organizations  have 
a  treasury,  which  shoidd  assist  us  in  this  entcrprize. 

These  documents  inform  our  people  better  than  most  of  tho 
Temperance  tracts  now  circulated,  on  their  duties  as  citi/^'ns  in 
in  a  country  yet  destined  to  take  a  prominent  place  amongst 
the  nations  of  the  earth. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  publication  and  dlstribulion  of 
tho  several  prize  essiiys,  and  tho  rej)()rt  of  tjje  Coiniaissioner  uf 
Stalijitics  be  referred  to  a  Coniniittco  of  live. 

MEMGUALlZINi;    CHURCH KS,    &C. 

The  Convention  wjis  profoundly  im[)ressed  with  tlie  C()nvic- 
tion  that  upon  the  ministers  and  members  of  Christian  Churches 
rested  a  weighty  responsibility  in  reference  to  the  character  ami 
progress  of  this  renewed  effort  to  awaken  a  practical  solicitude 
for  the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  our  beloved  country,  and 
therefore  it  was  resolved,  "  That  this  Union,  being  deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  influence  which  the  Evangelical  Churches  of 
Canada  may  exert  in  favor  of  the  Temperauce  movement,  and 
feeling  a  desire  to  enlist  them  in  this  cause,  do  hereby  authorize 
the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  organization  to  draw  up  a 
memorial  to  be  presented  to  the  various  Synods,  CoLferencea,  or 
other  authorized  gatherings  of  the  Evangelical  Churches  of 
Canada,  requesting  them  to  aid  us  in  this  good  work,  by  recom- 
mending the  establishment  of  Christian  Total  Abstinence  Socie- 
ties, in  connexion  \\  ith  their  various  congregations,  anil  Bands 
of  Hope  in  all  the  Sabbath  Schools,  connected  with  the  various 
Churches  and  congregations.  It  was  also  resolved,  that  this 
Convention  would  respectfully  request  all  Christian  Ministers 
favorable  to  Temperance,  to  preach  at  least  once   during  tiie 
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year,  on  this  Bubject ;  and  also  tiuit  they  sliould  use  tlicir  influ- 
ence in  introducing  Temperance  literature  into  tlio  h5jti)l)>iLh 
Schools  connected  with  theii'  Churches  and  congt-egHtitms." 

Your  l*re.sideut  and  Secretary,  acting  uiuler  tlie  instructions 
given  them  in  the  alK)vo  rt'Holutious,  memoralizijd  tlie  Kcveral 
Churches,  Synods,  C«»ntVieiicos,  and  dist»-ict  meetings,  previous 
to  their  assembling  in  the  months  of  May  and  June  last. 

Said  Uiemorials  wore  cordially  received  and  acted  upfm.  In 
the  most  of  tliem  resolutions  were  j>a^>scd,  promising  us  their 
support  and  intluence,  and  thanking  the  promoters  of  the  I'nioi^ 
for  the  zeal  manifesttid  in  the  Temperance  reform.  Dek'g.ites. 
were  appointed  by  many  of  them  to  meet  with  us  at  this  Con- 
vocation. 

I  have  thus  fax  endeavored  to  report  tipon  topics  rerpiii'Ing 
yoiu'  ratification.  1  should  pi-oloiig  this  report  greatly  if  1  were 
lo  inform  you  fully  of  the  amount  of  labor  jierformed  by  your 
Secretary.  I^nillice  it  to  i-ay  tliat  J.  have  endeavoi-ed  to  fcdloAv 
out  the  instructions  to  tlie  letter,  as  given  me  at  the  foiiaatioiL 
of  this  Union,  and  at  the  executive  meeting. 

My  books,  pcij>ers,  tkc,  su'e  here  for  your  iusj»eotion.  Cheer- 
fully and  assl<{ii<)usly  have  I  labored  for  the  best  inters  sts  of 
this  organization  and  the  Temperance  cause.  Occasionally  I 
iiave  been  assiiiled  by  the  Press — at  times  by  thc;se  froni  waom 
L  should  have  expected  better  things.  This  I  heeded  not, 
;)ut,  conscious  of  rectitude,  pushed  on  the  work  vigorously. 
I  have  not  delayed  the  business  of  the  Union  since  my  appoint- 
?aent  as  Secretar3^  At  times  and  on  many  occasions  have  I 
neglected  my  own  business  for  ^'oui^s.  i  have  spent  much  timcj 
since  last  February  for  the  Union.  I  have  written  many  hun- 
tlreds  of  letttu's,  and  mailed  many  memorials  ;  in  all  about  twa 
ihorisand.  Trusting  that  T  have  done  my  duty,  I  shall  cheer- 
fully return  you  my  portfolio  of  oflice. 

WORK    TO    BE   DONE. 

We  aim  at  complete  prohibition.      A  prohibitory  law  waa 
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adopted  iii  ]M.iss;R'liusetts,  ^Msiy  1852  ;  Vermont,  December, 
1802  :  Coiincfticut,  June,  1854;  Mil•lli,^':ln,  1851  ;  New  York. 
185j  ;  loNva,  Ai>ril,  1855  ;  and  iu  New  ILuiipshire,  August, 
1855. 

Dr.  SiiuiiK'i-  Mebbins,  in  a  i)rize  ees;iy  wrilton  by  liiui  on 
'•The  Fruits  of  tlie  LlciuorTruHio,"  and  the  "  Results  of  Prohi 
bition,"  savs  :  ••  It  lias  become  a  pernianent  institution  in  all 
of  the  above  named  Stat<!s,  excejjt  New  York,  where,  owing  to 
>4omeof  its  jioeuliar  J  rovisions,  it  was  murdered  by  an  Alco- 
holic decision  of  her  Supreme  Court." 

He  further  says  iu  speaking  of  the  Law  in  ]Maine  : 

"  It  is  now  and  has  been  for  sixteen  years,  the  peculiar  and 
eU*.rnal  glory  of  the  8tate  of  Maine,  our  serene  and  sober  east- 
ern sister,  whose  benignant  features  are  first  gilded  by  the  beams 
of  *\?  morning,  and  who  has  been  the  first  to  enjoy  moral 
daylight  ;  slie  first  adojitetl  it,  and  clings  to  it  as  the  ark  of  her 
safetv.  The  noblest  of  her  sons  testify  that  it  has  been  fraiijiht 
wi  li  more  homo  comfort  than  any  ukase,  edict,  ordination, 
proclamation  or  legislative  act  that  can  be  poiuted  to  in  the 
whole  historv  of  man." 

"  Heaven  bless  the  land  of  roek  and  pine;  may  her  j)roliibi- 
tion  of  the  li<|Uor  ]»lague  become  universal  and  remain 
forever  !" 

*'  The  Maine  law  is  not  a  failure  ;  but  it  is  an  abiding  power 
in  the  land.  Olory  to  the  highest  t\>r  this  glad  evangel, — this 
welcome  assvi ranee  of  the  ultimtite  triunij^h  of  our  cause.  There 
will  yet  be  [>eace  on  earth  and  good  will  toward  men." 

I  could,  would  time  permit,  introduce  to  you  thousands 
^)f  testimonials  of  a  similar  character  from  Judges,  Cor- 
oners, Clergymen,  Politicians,  and  ordinary  citizens,  demon- 
strating the  value  and  safety  of  prohibition. 

If  we  were  true  economists,  we  would  expend  more  of  oui- 
means  in  endeavoring  to  expel  the  traflic,  as  the  loss  of  gram, 
money,   and    the;   amounts   expended  annually    in   supporting 
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jKiujHiiN.  IlosjtitiilM,  P(Miit(Miti}iri<'H,  ReforinatorieH,  Jails,  and 
flu*  |iroHc  iitioiis  ofcrimiiijils,  {iiid  criniiiial  junsj)ni(l('ii(<',  is  far 
ill  ex((!HS  of  the  rcv«'iiM«!  derived  from  tiiis  source.  Wiini  wo 
ioiLsider  the  eauscs  <»t'  insanity,  and  the  inniunerable  deaths, 
Siicides,  ite.  attriitutal>io  to  the  licensing  system,  we  sh».uld  be 
ninvc  1  as  philanthropist;*  to  greater  activity.  T«ke  an  example 
or  two  : 

At  a  gi-eat   State  Temperance   Convention,   held  in  Tremont 
Tem[>lo,   JJoston,    May    liUii,    1808,   with   more   than  thirteen 
liiindred  delegates  from  the  various  towns  of  Mas.sjichnsetts,  a 
convention  of  uund»ers,  character  and  inlluence  unparalleled  in 
in   that  State,    the    following,    among  other   resolutions,    were 
\inanimously    adopted  : — "  llcsolved,    That    we    invoke    the 
blessing  of  God  upon  this  convention,  having  met  to-day  to 
consider  tlie  })olitical  aspects  of  tempecance.     We  fully  recog- 
nize that  its  foundation  rests  upon  the  moral   convicti»^na  and 
religions  sentiments  of  the  j)f!0])le,   and  attirni   politictil  action 
thereon  to  be  among  the  most  solemn  of  Christisin  obligations." 
"  llesolved,  That  the  relation  of  the  Stnte  to  the  liquor  traffic 
is  eminently  a  political  question  ;  that  it  is  inseparable  from  the 
ordinary   objects  of  government,   the  security   of  pei'son  and 
property,    and   the  suppression  of   paujtei'ism   and  crime.     It 
touches  the  foundation  of  government,  the  character  of  the 
citizen  and  the  purity  of  the  ballot;  and  from  its  relations  to 
tliese  objects,  the  issue  between  license  and  Prohiijition  is  more 
important  th.m  ordinary  party  issues." 

"  Resolved,  That  allegiance  to  [•ai'ty  is  consistent  and  honor, 
able  onlv  when  jmrty  re]ires(nits  princi])les ;  and  while  we  do 
not  pro})ose  to  ignore  the  other  great  questions  which  are  before 
the  country,  we  feel  called  upon  in  our  state  elections  solemnly 
to  declare  that  no  )>arty  shnll  receive  our  sufiiuges  whose  plat- 
form and  candidates  are  o))poRed  to  the  principle  and  triumph  of 
prohibition." 

At  the  New  England  Methodist  Episcopal  Conference,  held 
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in  Miissiiclmsetts  in  Ajnil,  1808,  the  following  n'.s(  tint  ions  were 
\inaninioiisly  iuloptcd  : 

"  Jlc'solved,  Tliat  we  allinii  more  (Muphatifally  tliaii  cvfr,  that 
"  jirohihitiou  "  is  scMi[.ttn'al,  <'Oi5stitutional  and  sei;  iihh; ;  and 
that  W(i  will  in  all  rhristian  ways  "light  it  out  on  this  line" 
nutil  the  comnioiiwialth  is  icdccnied  )»v  it." 

"  liesolved,  That  we  cannot  vote  for,  or  refrain  from  protest- 
ing against  the  acrtiwn  of  our  |»e(jple,  should  they  vote  for  any 
license  system  which  woidd  h'galize  the  sah»  of  iiit(K\icating 
licjuin'S  as  a  beverage,  as  we  consider  such  action  a  violation  of 
the  command,  *  U(;  ye  not  partakers  of  otlnn*  men's  sins.'" 

It  is  the  duty  of  our  riegislatoi-s  to  frame  laws  that  will  pro- 
tect the  citizens  from  vice,  &n. 

JJlackstone  in  his  connnentaries  on  tlie  laws  of  England,  sfiys 
that  "  Municipal  Law  is  a  rule  of  civil  conduct,  prescrihed  by 
the  sui)reme  power  in  a  state,  commanding  wdiat  is  right  and 
prohibiting  what  is  Avrong ;  and  where  disobedience  to  the  law 
involves  in  it  also  any  degrees  of  jniblic  mischief  or  private 
injury,  there  it  fttlls  within  our  former  distinction,  and  is  also 
an  oflence  against  conscience." 

It  is  clearly  the  design  of  civil  goverimient  to  promote  the 
general  welfare,  including  the  right  to  snpjjress  the  occasions  of 
vice  and  immorality ;  and  this  includes  rum-selling. 

If  we  have  not  the  men  in  our  present  parliament  who  desire 
to  promote  the  geneiiil  welfare  of  the  j)eople,  let  us  form  a  strong, 
powerfid  and  united  party,  and  we  can  elect  in  a  majority  of 
the  eloctorial  Ridings  in  this  country,  men  of  standing,  zeai  and 
ability,  who  will  guard  our  interests  and  j)romote  our  well-being. 

County  organizations  shoidd  be  formed  at  once,  auxiliary  to 
this  Union,  having  for  their  object  the  formation,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  of  an  independent  political  party,  whose  purpose 
will  be  to  bring  forward  as  candidates  at  the  next  general  elec- 
tion, men  who  will  unflinchingly  defend  oui*  cause  against  the 
machinations  of  the  inim-sellers. 
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THE  PRESS,   &C. 

John  Dougall,  K  q.,  Editor  and  Proprietor  of  the  "  Montreal 
Witness,"  mIio  is  a  warm  friend  of  Temperance  and  the  Canada 
'temperance  Union,  having  been  invited  to  meet  with  us,  in 
answering  said  invitation,  expressed  his  regi-et  at  not  being  able 
to  meet  v/ith  us,  and  made  several  good  and  valuable  suggestions 
which  will  be  found  in  a  letter  to  me,  published  in  the  "  Globe  " 
on  Tuesday  the  31st  day  Of  August  las^-,  and  which  also  appeared 
in  the  "  Witness  "  about  the  Siime  time.

iSFiiy  we  not  be  proud  of  her  greatness  !  May  we  n')t  say,  God 
bless  England's  Queen  ;  and  with  clap})ing  of  hands  give  unnuni- 
bei'v'-l  huz?-as,  God  bless  Victoria,  our  noble  Queen  ! 

]']!,gland,  with  all  her  Wi,;alth,  v.ith  all  her  proud  distinction, 
wherii(u-  militaiy,  naval  or  otherwise,  is  cursed  by  rum.  "What 
Av*oidd  she  be  if  this  were  not  the  case  !  No  one  can  tell.  1 ' iir- 
ing  the  lost  year  she  has  oxpended  over  one  hundre<l  million 
pou: ids  sterling  in  rum,  and  over  75,000  lives  are  annually  loit 
from  the  shameful  trailic. 

The  United  States  of  America,  now  one  of  the  most  powerful, 
wealthy  ;^nd  influential  nations  on  the  earth,  whicli  we  are  pi'oud 
in  haviug  as  an  ally.  The  sword  and  the  pea  of  Abraliam 
Lincoln  "the  good,"  fveed  from  the  chains  of  slavery  in  a  mo" 
ment,  millions  of  the  poor  benighted  Africans.

In   New  Y(H*k  State  alone,  the  eiiJDimous 
sum  of  .^246,607,520  is  paid  for  liquors.  ■    l| 

We  are  equally  as  bad  in  tins  country, — little  regarding  the 
sufferings  of  the  lonely  widow  sibtin^^in  her  cold  humble  i-ihanty, 
with  her  poor  fatherless  children  made  such  by  tampering  with 
mm.  Look  at  thai  demon  in  yonder  cell,  bound  in  clicdns,  the 
murderer  of  his  offspring,  the  stain  <«f  the  slain  ones  upon  his 
garment,  continually  ]>utti!ig  him  in  mind  of  his  guilt ;  j'orhaps 
a  raving  maidar,  ma'.le  so  by  rum.  Look  in  yonder  asylum  and 
behold  the  number  of  once]irou<l  specimens  of  the  human  race  ; 
now  void  of  reason,  ghastly  O'ljerts.  '!dan];s  ;  made  so  by  I'um. 

Look  at   yonder  bed  in  lli«;  suk  nh^.u  :  once  a   noble  minded 
brother,    perhaps  a  father,  generous,  witlnait   a  fault,  auiiable,     \ 
respected  and  loved  by  all  with  w  honi  he  is  acquainted,  now  in     - 
the   last  agonies  of  death,  trcnnbling  before  his  maker,  djnng  of 
delirium  tremens,  caused  by  rum. 

Look  at  the  back  slums  of  our  cities  and  towns,  nnd  ]»eliold 
the  number  ess  poor,  abject  and  degraded  creatures  li\ing  in  a 
state  of  degradation,  nev^er  thinking  of  their  God,  or  o)dy  to 
blaspheme.  With  such  scenes  before  us,  can  we  quietly  attend 
to  our  business,  not  doing  anything  to  helj)  a  cause  which  aims  I 
to  reform  and  evangelize  the  world. 

Can  we  quietly  allow  the  rumseller  to  destroy  poor  deluded  ^ 
victims  by  thousands,  by  legalizing  the  sale  of  soul  destroying  . 
poisons,  without  raising  our  voices  against  his  ruinous  traffic?         | 

We  must  at  the  polls  be  heard.  Elec*"  only  men  who  will  in 
Pailiament  advocate  and  legislate  for  our  rights.  We  ai)peal  to 
those  who  hold  the  franchise;  give  us  your  helinng  hand  ;  join 
our  union  ;  no  matter  whether  you  are  now  total  abstainers  or 
not.  We  want  your  help  and  influence.  You,  by  becoming 
allied  to  us,  may  save  many  who  are  on  the  road  to  ruin,  and 
hasten  the  deliveiunce  of  Canada  from  baneful  legislation. 

The  Hon.  Edward  C.  Delevan,  of  New  York,  one  of  our 
warmest  friends  and  supporters,  has  received   the  following 
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manifesto,  signed  by  the  Presidents  of  the  United  States.  Let 
it  be  recorded  once  more  :-  "  Being  satisfied  from  observation 
and  experience,  as  well  as  from  medical  testimony,  tluit  ardent

now  Wm.  Scott  in  the  Chair. 

Eev.  I'  bcnezer  Kohson  led  in  ])rayer. 

The  Eev.  E.  Barrass,  of  the  committee  on  Constitutions, 
read  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  on  Constitutions,  having  carefully  consid- 
ei'ed  tiie  various  articles  of  the  cojistitution  adopted  at  the 
first  meeiingof  the  Canada  Temperanee  Union,  and  printed 
in  the  minutes  (page  11)  report  ihat  they  see  no  necessity 
for  change  or  aUeration,  but  would  res]>ectfully  submit  the 
following  addition  :  Article  IX.  That  delegates  from  Synods, 
Conferences,  and  all  organized  Temperance  bodies,  who 
\ni\y  attend  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Union,  shall  be 
considere.I  honorary  members,  having  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  members  of  the  Union. 

On  motion  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Eev.  I.  B.  Aylsworth,  M.  A.  agent  and  lecturer  for 
the  Union,  read  his  report  as  follows  : 

To  THE  President,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Canada 
Te.mperace  Union  : — 
I  have  already  placed  my  financial  report  in  the  hands  of 
the  executive,  and  shall  therefore  confine  myself  to  a  few 
general  statements. 
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Considering  the  fact  of  so  many  failures,  i*o verses  and 
disappointments  of  the  past,  it  becomes  us  to  reconsider  the 
whole  subject  in  reference  to  our  future  operations  in  the 
temperance  agitation.     Lot  us  not  shrink  trom  an  examin- 
ation ot  our  past  defects  and  our  pi-cscnt  position,  and  lot 
us  not  refuse  to  be  governed  by  tlieir  teaching.     Many  of 
our  <  M  friends  are  de^-ipondent ;  others  have  alitindoncd  the 
contest  altogether;  others  seem  confounded  and  ;?'■;«  pl.ii!<sr/? ; 
some  have  gone  back  to  their  cups;  some  feel  that  it  .    'isc- 
Icss  to  attempt  to  grapj)!e  with  the  terrible  evil.     Wiio  »v'ill 
sei/.o  the  falling  standai'd  and   inspire  hope,  coniidenco  and- 
activity  in  the  ranks  of  the  Temperance  army?     I  believe- 
that  this  Convention  is  fully  competent  to  the  task.  But  what 
are  the  causes  ol  this  general  demoralization  in  the  Tempe- 
rance ranks?     I  iirmlv  believe  it  arises  from  a  want  of  suiif-- 
clent  organization.     If  such  a  want  had  been  su|)plied  twenty 
years  iigo.  total  abstinence  principles  might  have  ti-iumplR' 1 
in  this  country.     And  to  this  want  1  tliink  the  fjlloiving 
consequences  are  clearly  traceable: 

1.  Able  and  true  men  liave  stood  aloof  froii)  the  vrork, 
because  they  liave  not  been  adequately  encouraged. 

2.  Because  tlio  country  has  not  been  furnislic  1  with  reg- 
ularly authorized  ai^'cnts.  Incompetent  men,  {irivate  adven- 
turers,  or  unworthy  oflice-seekcrs,  have  imposed  upon  the 
Temperanco  community.  1'liis  fact  will  be  found  to  hedge 
up  tiio  way  of  future  work. 

3.  The  Temperance  power  of  the  country  has  been  divided 
and  weakened;  and  instead  of  combined  erlbrt,  tliere  have 
been  paity  rivahy  and  private  speculation. 

4.  The  ojtftcial  Temperance  work  has  too  often  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  3'oung  and  inexperienced  persons,  or  persons 
of  irreligious  principles. 

r).From  the  time  that  Sir  Francis  Ilincks  vetoed  the  Tem- 
perance question  in  Parliament,  till  the  passnge  of  the 
Duncan  Act,  our  Government  has  trifled  with  the  Tempe- 
rance ])arty,  with  impunity. 

6.  The  Dunkin  act  itself  was  like  a  serpent  given  when 
a  fish  was  askecj  for,  and  was  so  designed,  not  by  its  origi- 
nator, i)ut  by  those  who  corrupted  it  in  its  passage  through 
the  House  ;  and  we,  by  our  divisions,  were  powerless  to 
resent  the  insult. 

7.  The  rum  party  are  becoming  bold,  organized,  confident 
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and  dofi.iiit,  and  as  the  Children  of  Iwrael  quailed  tjcfote  the 
Philistine  giantjso  the  Tcmperai»ce  part}'  is  paralyzed  before 
the  nleoholie  tyrant. 

8.  An  enormous  amount  of  ignorance  exists  in  the  mind.s 
of  the  ])eople  with  reference  to  the  great  truths  of  the  Tem- 
perance question, 

9.  Drinking  and  its  attendant  evils  prevail  to  an  alarmirjij; 
extent  throughout  the  count r}-.  ^ 

10.  And  it  is  to  he  fenred  exceedingly  that  we  are  relfo- 
grading  when  wc  sliould  he  advancing,  seeing  that  so  few, 
comparatively  speaking,  in  tlic  dit'.Vrent  localities  have  any. 
interest  or  care  whatever,  in  Ih  ■-  mallei'. 

These  evils  could  not  Isave  ari.-en   had  the  Temperance 
forces  been  thoroughly  organized   and  j)rojerl3'  control !e(l 
and  directed  ;  and  these  evils  have   tended  to  produce  \ho 
despondency  and  indiiierenee  which  exist.  What  is  requirj^f 
at  the  hour  is,   1.  That  the  strongest  and  best  men  of  the  ;| 
countr\'  c^>n.c   forwar.l   and  take  tlie  cj'.use  in  linnd.     Ovv 
society  will  be  vigorous  and  succes.'-fnl  in  proportion  to  Iho 
numbers,  abiUty  and  integrity  of  the  men  who  control  it. 
The  Temperance  societies   of  Englnnd   an<l   »ScotIan<l  ai'O 
powerful  and   progressing,  because  some  of  the  ablest  men 
of  the  realm  are  active  workers  in  them.   The  names  of  such  1 
men  as  Tecs,  Miller,  Keid   and  others,  give  character  and  J 
standing  to  the  movement.     Their  writings  form  impreg- 
nable  defences  to  the  cause  ;  their  counsel   and  judgment 
give  directness  and  propriety  to  the  organization. 

2.  The  cause  of  Temperance  is  suHering  in  this  country 
for  want  of  information  among  the  ])eople.  The  people 
have  not  been  instrvicted,  and  the  result  is  that  avast  amount 
of  error  exists.  Our  cause  is  founded  on  truth — scientific  | 
and  Scriptural ;  and  when  the  truth  permeates  the  minds  of 
the  masses,  then  will  thcv  act,  and  not  till  then.  It  ia 
absolute  folly  to  dream  of  political  action  or  legal  prohibi- 
tion, so  long  as  the  people  believe  that  alcohol  is  good  f&r 
food  and  medicine,  and  tliat  the  tralfic  in  it  is  respectable 
and  right.  Several  first-class  agents  should  be  placed  in 
the  field  at  once,  and  kept  constantly  at  work ;  an<l  unless 
this  is  done,  our  efforts  will  be  spasmodic,»and  our  losses 
will  continue  to  exceed  our  gains.  This  can  only  be  done 
by  efficient  organization. 

Besides  the   employment  of  agents,  there  is  requixcil 
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Tompei'iince  literature,  such  as  tracts,  books  and  papers, 
that  the  people  wlio  will  ma}'  read  at  their  leisiire.  These 
two  dej>urtniei»ts  must  be  kept  up,  or  we  cannot  advance. 

3.  Another  great  want  is  some  systomof  finance  by  which 
this  work  can  be  prosecuted. Tlie  Temperance  cause  in  Canada 
has  hitherto  been  starved  out,  for  want  of  a  financial  basis. 
We  have  a  powerful  monied  interest  to  combat.  Our  means 
can  only  be  secured  by  the  voluntary  oil'erings  of  a  limited 
number  of  persons ;  hence  the  imperative  necessity  of  a 
concentration  of  funds.  The  persons  who  are  willing  and 
able  to  contribute  to  aid  the  Tempcnince  reform  are  alread}" 
heavily  burthened  with  church  enterprises,  and  progress 
must  necessarily  be  small  until  some  system  of  finance  is 
devised.  We  have  dep*  nded  too  much  on  free  labor.  It  is 
Just  as  reasonable  to  expect  men  who  are  able  to  give  their 
money,  as  it  is  to  expect  others  to  give  their  time  and  labor 
gratis.  Let  us  then  have  an  organization  in  which  all  can 
do  their  part.  Dr.  Strong  complains  that  he  only  received 
$200^for  writing  his  lectures,  which  must  have  cost  him  at 
least  a  year's  hard  labor.  Ho  says:  "  If  people  only  knew 
the  facts,  they  would  sign  the  ])lo(lge  and  shun  this  black 
array  of  evils  ;  but  the  people  arc  ignorant.  There  is  no 
society  strong  enougii  to  print  and  circulate  these  facts 
among  the  people!  Why  cannot  the  Temperance  people 
<*.onsolidate  into  one  society,  so  as  to  print  the  bookw  and 
educate  the  peo])le?  While  you  hc>itate  to  unite,  the  peo* 
l>le  perish.  "While  RouiC  debuted,  Saguntum  fell !"  Dr. 
Tees  saj's:  "Let  enlighlenod  men  of  all  ranks,  of  every 
eoct  and  party,  combine  against  a  common  foe"  ;  and  again 
ho  says  t  hat  in  order  to  carry  forward  the  Temperance  reform, 
we  must  have  ^^  educatiun,  association  and  prohibition." 

4.  Our  great  want,  then,  is  an  organization  that  will 
unite  the  etr'orts  of  existing  socities,  and  enlist  the  energies 
of  all  classes — one  that  is  simple  in  its  machinery,  eiRcient 
in  its  operations,  progressive  in  its  nature,  and  universal  in 
its  application. 

While  working  for  a  few  weeks  in  the  cause  of  Tempe- 
rance, I  have  been  forcibly  im])ressed  with  the  fact  that 
this  question  's  the  great  question  of  the  age,  and  that  the 
liquor  traffic  is  the  most  difficult  and  virulent  evil  that 
good  men  of  any  age  ever  had  to  contend  against;  and 
ncnce,  without  the  concentrated  wisdom  and  energy  of  all 
good  men,  we  connot  hope  to  succeed. 


so 
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7.  From  what  I  have  observed,  I  think  that  local  branch 
unions  can  be  induced  to  contribute  $5  or  more  annually  to 
the  general  fundr^. 

8.  1  think  it  would  not  bo  too  much  to  osk  each  minister 
friendly  to  the  cause,  to  receive  from  each  of  his  congrega- 
tions a  collection,  once  a  year,  for  the  Tem])crance  cause. 
Such  a  collection  in  connection  with  a  Temperance  sermon, 
would  be  an  admirable  arrangement. 

9.  Nov  would  it  be  too  much  to  ask  every  good  man  in 
the  country  to  contribute  annually,  according  to  his  means, 
to  Temporar.ce  funds. 

10.  l]ach  County  Convention  siiouM  make  some  special 
arrangements  in  the  matter  of  linance. 

1  am  also  convinced  that  it  is  best  for  some  men  to  make 
the  question  of  remperanee  a  speciality.  The  subject  itself 
re(j[uires  attention  and  study.  The  po()))le  must  be  taught; 
the  objector  must  be  met,  and  the  mouth  of  the  gainsayer 
must  be  stopped;  and  a  person  of  inferior  ability  or  imper- 
fect investigation  cannot  sticceed.  Jf  we  had  time  and 
means  sufncicnt,  it  wou'd  be  well  to  establish  a  College  to 
train  and  grant  diplomas  to  Temperance  leclurws. 

Professional  men  and  business  mou  have  not  time  to  give 
the  (juestion  the  studv  and  attention  it  demands.  Accor- 
ding  to  the  MecfiKnical  Economht,  greater  prolicioncy  is 
secured  bv  the  division  of  hibor.  In  our  manufaciuring 
establishments,  each  person  has  his  ])articular  work,  thus 
saving  time  and  lalK)r.  So  in  our  social  economy,  men  will 
be  more  eilicient ;  time  and  hibor  will  bo  saved  by  each 
taking  a  pai-iicular  <lej)arlmont.  And  snrely  the  Tempe- 
rance cause  is  of  sutlicient  importance  to  require  s])ecial 
attenti'^n.  Tliereforc  let  those  wiio  cannot  ])reach  or  ]>ray 
— let  them  pay  and  sup])ort  those  in  the  work,  who  are 
adapted  to  it. 

In  conclusion,  I  maj'  s«iy  thai  my  success  in  collecting 
funds  has  been  very  unsatisfactory  to  niyself.  This  lias 
occurred  partly  on  account  of  my  awkward  and  timid  way 
of  presenting  our  claims,  and  partly  because  most  of  the 
town  »  wliich  I  visited  are  ah'eady  excessively  burdened 
with  Church  enterprizes  Times  are  dull.  French  ( 'anav 
dian  Missions  and  Temperance  agents  of  other  societies  had 
just  preceded  me.  But  what  was  most  annoying  and  dis; 
couraging  to  me,  were  the  disappointments  I  had  to  endure". 
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Not  loss  than  sixteen  in  two  months  ;  and  most  of  tlioseby 
the  cnlpaljle  neglect  of  parties  dept-nded  upon  to  arriini^o 
for  moelings.  Had  it  not  boon  for  tlicso  disappointments, 
your  aii;ont  is  convinced  that  the  Union  would  now  he  well 
supj)liod  with  funds.

Thomas  Lawless,  Esq.,  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, submitted  the  following  as  the  first  report :  « 

To  the  Oflicers  and  Memlers  of  Canada  Temperance  Union  : 

Your  Finance  Committee  beg  to  present  as  our  first  report, 

Tiiut  we  have  examined  the  cash  statement  of  the  Secre- 
tary, and  compared  the  same  with  the  several  vouchers. 
The  statement  is  correct ;  and  we  have  much  pleasure  in 
expressing  our  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which  it  has 
been  kei:>t. 

It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  those  persons  who  subscribed 
money  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Union  have  not  yet 
found  it  convenient  to  pay  the  same  over  to  the  Secretaiy, 
to  enable  him  to  liquidate  all  the  liabilities  of  the  Union. 
We  find  that,  in  addition  to  the  sum  reported  in  the  Secre- 
tary's hands,  $51. 70  will  be  required  to  meet  the  outstand- 
ing liabilities  of  the  Union,  prior  to  this  meeting;  and  Ave 
would^recommend  that,  t©  enable  the  officers  of  the  Union 
to^free  it  from  debt,  those  persona  who  subscribed  to  its 
general  fund,  and  have  not  already  paid  the  amount  of 
their  subscription,  be  requested  to  do  so  without  delay. 

Zn  examining  the  statements  of  the  a^^ents  of  t^ie  TJnion« 
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^vo  fitid  tliat,  iiftcr  deducting  all  their  expenses  from  thtJ 
contrilmtions  ami  coilection.s  received  ))V  tliem,  they  have 
paiii  into  the  treasin y  the  mm  of  $00.  The  suhject  of  con- 
tinning  the  services  of  these  agents  is  a  matter  of  very  great 
ini|K)rtunce— oiie  wlii(dj  it  would  he  well  for  this  L'nion 
fuliv  to  consider.  We  would  earnestly  recommend  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  Special  Committee,  to  investigate  and  i-eport 
upon  the  suhject,  at  an  early  hour.  Thus  far  the  ellbrts  in 
tliis  direction  have  heon  successful,  financially;  but  it  i» 
])ossiIde  t'lata  committee,  appointed  to  consider  this  subject 
only,  might  be  al»le  to  maUe  ^ome  suggestions  whereby  it 
could  be  made  moi'c  succes.Nful. 

We  arc  pleased  to  note,  in  examining  the  accounts  for 
printing  the  ])roceedingsof  last  convention,  and  the  several 
circidars  and  memorials  issued  during  the  3"ear,which  work 
was  directly  under  the  care  of  the  Secretary,  that  it  has  all 
been  done  w.fh  a  due  regard  to  ccononay,  and  at  prices  with 
which  we  think  no  fault  could  be  found.

The  Conimittce  on  Resolutions  report  «s  follows:  — 

1.  Resolved,  that  we  recognize  the  moral  aspect  of  the 
Temperunee  question,  and  its  dependence  upon  divine  Pro- 
vidence for  success,  and  we  recommend  that  it  be  more  fre- 
quently made  a  subject  of  prayer. 

2.  We  regard  th3  liquor  traffic  as  the  source  of  the  great 
majority  of  the  evils  which  afiiict  humanity;  that  it  is  the 
great  hinderance  to  the  progress  of  Christianity  ;  that  it  is 
a  national  curse,  and  therefore  Chuiches,  ])oIiticians  and 
patriots  should  make  this  the  great  question  of  the  hour. 

G.  That  as  we  hereby  reaffirm  and  testify  our  adherence 
to  the  pi'lnciples  contained  in  all  the  resolutions  adopted  at 
the  la^t  Convention,  and  do  reconunend  their  classiiicaLlon 
and  republication,  in  such  form  as  may  bo  conducive  to  the 
interests  of  this  body. 

On  motion,  the  report  as  amended,  was  adopted. 

THE  PRIZE    ESSAYS. 

The  l\ev.  Dr.  Ormiston  presented  and  read  the  report  of 
the  adjudicators  on  the  Prize  J^lssa^'s,  as  follows  : 

To]"ontO;  September  8,  18G9. 
The  undersigned,  having  been  requested  by  the  Canada 
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Tempcrunco  Union  to  award  the  prizes  olTcrcd  by  that  body 
for  the  l)efst  es.suys  on  the  financial,  social  and  moral  evils 
of  the  Liquor  Traffic,  and  the  motives  to  electoral  and  legis- 
lative action  for  their  removal,  beg  to  report — 

That  having  carefully  perused  the  ten  essays  transmit- 
ted to  them  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Union,  they  have  una- 
nimously agreed  to  select  the  three  following  as  the  best, 
viz.: 

1.  That  bearing  the  motto,  Stat  nomen  in  Umbra. 

2.  That  signed, ''  A.  H.  St.  Germain." 

3.  That  bearing  the  motto,  Unus. 

They  would  further  state,  that,  while  their  preference 
has  been  given  to  the  papers  above  mentioned,  they  have 
been  favorably  impressed  with  several  of  the  others  that 
lia\'«  come  under  review.

Some  discussion  arose  as  to  the  discrepancy  between  the 
manner  of  the  award  and  the  advertisement  of  the  Secreta 
vy,  when  it  was  moved  by  Thomas  !Nixon,  Esq.,  and  secon- 
ded. That  the  report  of  the  adjudicators  of  the  Prize  Essays 
be  acted  upon,  and  that  the  p'izes  be  award<^d  to  the 
writers,  provided  they  prepaid  their  respective  essays  for 
the  press. 

During  the  discussion  it  w^as  moved  in  amendment  by 
Dr.  Oronhyateka,  and  seconded  by  John  Ormiston,  Esq. 
and  resolved.  That  the  prizes  be  awarded  in  accordance 
with  the  advertisement  of  the  Secretary,  provided  that  this 
be  not  taken  as  a  precedent,  giving  power  to  the  Executive 
Committee  to  change  or  modify  the  action  ot  the  general 
body. 

Amendment  prevailed,  and  the  prize  of  $100  was  award- 
ed to  the  author  of  the  essay  bearing  the  motto  Stat  nomen 
in  Umbra.  It  was  then  stated  that  the  successful  writer 
was  the  Rev.  VV.  H.  Withrow,  M.  A  ,  Wesleyan  Minister, 
Davenport. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Richardson  submitted  the  report  of  the  ad- 
judicators on  the  essays  s«nt  in,  on  the  relation  of  the 
Church  to   the    Temperance    question    as    advocated    by 
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teetotalers.     The  report  wm  as  follows: 

The  undersigned,  to  whom  were  referred  the  several 
ossa^'son  the  "  Kclation  of  the  ('hurch  to  the  Temperance 
quotation,  as  advocated  by  teetotalers,"  beg  to  report: 

That,  having  carefully  examined  those  laid  before  us,  we 
find  that  \ye  cannot  anprove  of  either  of  those  whose  con- 
tents  are  within  the  ])rcscribed  limits  of  "12  ])ages ;  but 
of  the  one  written  by  Uev.  A.  Carman,  A,  M.,  we  approve 
as  tlio  be.^t  on  the  subject,  and  award  it  the  prize,  provided 
it  be  condonseJ  within  the  prescribed  limits  ;  which  wo 
deemqiiiLe  practicable  without  weakening  the  arguments  or 
entrenching  on  the  main  question.

COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION.-'. 

Dr.  Oronhyateka  from  this  committee  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report,  being  a  draft  of  a  constitution  for  local 
organizations : 

The  Committee  on  Constitutions  beg  to  recommend  that 
th.e  following  draft  of  a  constitution  be  recommended  for 
local  organizations  : 

Art  I. — This  organization  shall  be  called  the 
Sraneh  of  the  Canada  Temperg-nce  Union. 

Art  II. — The  object  shall  be  to  unite  and  concentrate  the 
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efibrtH  of  all  Tcmpcranco  men  and  organizations  favorable 
to  the  cause  of  toial  abstinence  from  the  use,  manufacluro 
and  sale  of  all  intoxicating  drinks  as  a  beverage,  to  instruct 
and  enlijrhten  the  public  mind  in  regard  to  the  great  prin- 
ciples and  truths  of  the  temperance  question,  through  the 
agency  of  the  pulpit,  and  by  ihe  dissemination  of  sound 
tem];orance  iileratui'c,  by  ])ublic  lectures,  and  by  all  other 
just  and  legitinijite  means.  Also  to  promote  temperance 
jegisiaiion,  and  by  immediate  political  siction  to  secure  at 
the  earliest  possible  time  the  entire  ]))*ohibition  of  the  liquor 
triiillc. 

Art  Iir — The  membershi])  of  this  branch  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  ol^icers  and  members  of  all  regularly  oi'ganized 
Tcmjx'i'unce  Societies  in  the  jurisdiction,  and  of  all  others 
"vvlio  are  pledged  abstainers. 

j\r[  ly. — The  oificers  of  this  society  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  and  an 
E.xccutive  Committee  of  twelve,  to  be  elected  at  each  annaal 
meeting.  The  olficers  shall  be  cx-officio  members  of  tlic 
Kxecutive,  live  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 

AiiT  y. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  society  shall  be  lieid 
on  .      A  special  meeting  may  be  called  at  flny 

time  by  the  President. 

Art  Yl. — Kach  member  of  this  society  shall  pay  at  least 
annually  to  the  Treasury  of  this  Soeiotv. 

Art  VI L  -This  constitution  ma}^  bo  amended  at  any 
iinnual  meeting  by  a  two  thirds  voto  of  the  members 
present.

SECOND  REPORT  OF  FINANCE    COMMITTEE. 

To  tlui  Canada  Temperance  Union. 

Your  Cominitte  on  Finance  beg   to   present  as  their  second 
report : 

1.  That  they  consider  the  "  laborer  is  w<»rth\"  of  his  hire.' 
In  the  «lischarge  of  our  duty  we  were  more  than  ever  impressed 
with  the  correctness  of  this  principle;  and  also,  that,  conti'ary  to 
the  o})iniou  of  some,  the  oltice  of  S<?cretary  to  this  ov  any  other 
similar  association  is  no  sinecure — that  thev,  and  only  thev,  who 
have  had  experience  in  this  direction  can  fully  appreciate  the 
hibors  and  responsibilities  of  the;  {)osition.  In  view  of  the  great 
amount  of  labor  peiformed  by  W.  S.  Williams,  Esq.,  as  Secreta- 
ry of  the  Canada  Tenjperancu  Union,  we  consider  that  he  is  en«- 
titled  to  some  remuneration  for  his  services.  We  would,  there- 
fore^, respee^.fully  submit  the  pro})ri(;ty  of  jtaying  him  the  sum 
of  $.)(»  for  past  se^  vices,  it*  at  any  time  during  the  C(miing  year 
the  Executive  olKcers  should  coiisider  the  finances  of  the  Union 
ill  a  position  to  warrant  the  outlay, 

2.  In  view  of  placing  the  Canada  Temperance  Union  on  a 
perjnanent  footing,  we  cannot  avoid  considering  a  sound 
financial  basis  as  a  question  of  the  first  and  mo.st  vital  imi)ort- 
anco.  The  immense  amount  of  labor  which  we  see  before  the 
Temperanre  community  of  Canada — the  great  quantity  of  work 
which  this  Union  has  already  laid  out  for  itself,  demands  im- 
peratively that  we  should  look  the  mjitter  of  finances  fairly  in 
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the  face.  Tlio  fact  that  the  ritm  power  of  our  oonntry  has  ban- 
ded togetli(!r  to  oj)|»()se  iis  in  our  \vo»k,  and  liave  money  to 
cany  out  their  ohjeets  with,  shoui<l  ur<,'e  us  to  come  to  ilw 
gi'oat  hattk;  with  a  sufficiency  of  tlie  sinews  of  war  to  )>ack  ns 
in  our  efforts.  The  fact  th.it  this  Union  has  no  fixed  uiendier- 
ship,  antl  consequently  no  source  from  wliich  to  derive  a  per- 
manent income,  has  occasioned  us  some  embarrasinfint  in  suj^- 
gesting  ways  and  means  for  future  work.  To  carry  on  tin- 
work  successfully  for  the  coming  year,  we  require  several  hiui- 
dre  Is  of  dollars.  There  are  Minutes  to  ju'int ;  the  report  of 
the  Commissioner  on  Statistics  to  V)e  published;  the  Prize 
Essays  should  be  printed  and  circulated  ;  and  theie  are  work- 
ing expenses  to  bi;  provided  for  at  once.  It  has  occured  to  ns 
that  a  portion  of  the  above  items  should  be  made  a  source  of 
i-evenue  to  the  Union  We  ther(?fore  rcicommend  that  the 
Essays  and  lieport  on  Statistics  be  sold  to  all  who  desivo  them, 
a,t  prices  slightly  in  advance  of  cost.  We  are  sure  that  no  true 
Temperance  man  wouhl  be  without  a  copy  of  each  of  those 
documents  for  many  times  whjit  they  cost,  and  are  satisfied 
that  this  woidd  prove  a  source  of  revenue. 

3.  We  reconiniLnd  that  branches  of  this  Union  be  formed 
whei'(;ver  practicable,  and  requested  to  pay  into  its  funds  at 
least  live  dollars  ])er  annum. 

4.  ]>eliovIng'  that  there  are  many  Temperance  men  in  the 
Dominion  who  would  feel  ni'ivile^'ed  in  contributing  towards 
the  funds  of  the  Union,  we  reconnnend  that  every  member  of 
the  Executive  Comndttee  be  requested  to  solicit  subserijitions 
in.  aid  thereof,  and  transmit  the  same  monthly  to  the  Secretary; 
also,  that  every  one  present  Ije  urged  to  do  likewise. 

T),  We  recommend  that  honorary  and  life  niend)ershi})s  be 
established  to  aid  us  in  the  matter  of  finances,  and  that  the  pay- 
ment of  ten  dollars  shall  constitute  the  ])aver  an  honorarv 
naeniber,  and  twenty-five  dollars  shall  constitute  the  payer  a  life 
jiiomber.  We  think,  a  considerable  sum  mav  be  realized  in  this 
manner.

The  ineniLcra  (»f  the  convention,  lately  held  in  Torrnto,  were  unani- 
mous in  their  opinion  that  the  Department  of  Statistics  should  be  con- 
tinued, and  that  the  work  of  collecting  and  preparing  ijiforaiation  should 
be  assigned  to  me.  I  do  not  know  who  is  responsible  Un-  the  sonorous 
title  attached  Lo  this  office,  l>ut  as  that  is  the  prinei[le  emolument  it 
may  be  let  alone.  Only  it  ia  of  great  importance,  that  tlioso  who  com- 
missioned the  Coumiisbiouer  should  give  him  all  the  assistance  possible, 
;md  I  now  once  again  solicit  such  help  as  may  contribute  to  the  proper 
exhibition  of  the  liijuor  traihc  in  its  fearful  proportions,  and  luurderona 
results.  As  was  said  in  the  tirst  Circular  from  this  depai-tmont,  correct 
statistics  in  reference  to  the  wrongs  and  cruelties  inllicLtd(ju  society  by 
the  liquor  trailio,  arc  ccmsidercd  of  great  \alue,  as  of  a  nature  to  con- 
vince the  thou^htf  ai,  that  the  business  ought  not  to  be  legalized  or  tole- 
ratijd,  aud  th.at  the  use  of  lirpioraa  a  beverage  should  cease  forever.  It 
is  desirable  that  I  should  receive  authentic  facts  from  all  parts  of  the 
country,

On  any  collateral  topics  illustrative  of  the  evils  of  the  traffic, 
and  its  anragoui?ui  to  all  pursuits  that  are  lawful  and  beneficent  in  then 
nature  and  design. 

I  have  not  enumerated  all  the  subjects  on  which  it  is  my  intention  to 
seek  infonnatioii,  but  extracts  from  newspapers,  pamphlets,  reports  of 
soc"eties,  police  statir-ttica,  parliamentary  papers  and  revenue  returns,

[lorsua.led  that  only  very  few  poirvons  h:.\ve  any  correct  idea  of 
the  idl  pervading  and  ruinous  character  of  this,  bad  bnsinesH, 
and  fewv3r  still  have  -^tny  juf^t  cont^[)tiork  of  the  manifold  way?? 
in  which  the  liquor  business  acts  injuriously  aa  cve-ry  la\vful 
and  useful  pu.rsuit.  There  is  not  a  single  sound  principle  of 
[)olitical  and  sc/cial  e^ononiy  that  m  not  contiuvened  and  under- 
niineil  by  the  operations  of  the  trade  in  strong:  dl•ink^k  The 
investment  of  large  capitals  in  commercial  pursuits,  meeting 
the  requii-ements  of  the  eamniUTri.ty,  confers  benefit  in  vai'ious 
ways,  but  in  the  majiufacture  of  alcoholic  drinks,  the  greater  the 
investment  the  greater  the  injiuy — involving  less  employment 
of  labor,  skilled  or  unskilled,  and  diffusing  in  every  direction 
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not  good  but  ovil,  with  .scarcely  any  redeoinliig  features  of  pro- 
lit  to  maukirul.      Auy  otlier  biisiue.ss   inflictiug  only  a  sjnall 
|»;U'b  of  tlie  injury  and  misery  oi  this,  would  be  speedily  frown- 
*•  1  down,  and  tlie  strong  arm  of  the  law  uj)lifted,  would  punish 
the  offenders  pi'om})tly  and  properly.

ti^.ry  e-Tort.  Of  the  3,090,50].  constituting  the  ])(»]v,i^;t.tion  of 
K-iil,  only  3.'>;5-12  profess  no  religion  or  aJ^uowledgc  iio  creed 
Is  tho.i  the  strength  of  the  traHie,  and  the  number  of  tlit- 
intemperate  to  be  decided  by  the  number  of  tlii;;  irreligious 
group  ?  By  no  means  !  Ijut  chiefly  from  the  crowd  of  rrligious 
professoi-s  hn  ving  an  ;icknowledged  creed,  ;vnd  ha>ing  some  sort 
of  Church  fello\vshi[).  I  am  well  awara  that  a  larg'?  number 
of  our  temperance  men  and  women  are  chiefly  connected  with 
the  several  churches,  but  at  the  Siime  time  it  must  be  admitted 
that  their  power  f^.r  good  is  limited  by  opposing  inl'iiencea 
It  must  bo  so  we  s;)y,  because  the  ^\hole  power  of  the  miite.l 
Cbiislian  Charehes  would  be  suliieient  to  root  out  and  utterly 
descrov  for  evei-  the  accuised  triilhc.  Excluding  mere  nominal- 
ists,  Avl^  give  tlieir  power  to  vro'^k  iniquity,  the  world,  with 
which  they  are  reallv  united,  could  not  withstand  the  forces  oi 
moral  ejiergy  pub  forth  by  consistent  and  pradical  Christianity 
In  Ontaiio  niid  Quel,)ec  there  are,  as  I  gather  fVom  authentic 
sources,  3,371  ch'igymon  of  all  denominations,  2.31  S  (.f  theix) 
are  Protestant.  I  would,  however,  in  this  argument  blot  otU 
the  distinction,  as  it  ought  to  be  understood   that  all  acknow 
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ledge  Oiio  moral  staudaril  of  duty.  Estiniatuig  tlio  populatiou 
of  Ontario  *rid  Quel)ec  iu  ISiiD  ut  3,31G,2G8,  there  stauds  one 
anilm.ssador  for  Clirist  for  every  9S2  persons.  Other  ])ersonH, 
ten  tin)es  tJie  nuinl)er  of  ministers,  hold  some  soi't  of  olHcial 
relation  to  tao  C'hai'chcs,  and  yet  ziotwithstandia^^all  tliis  en:- 
bodied  pgeucy,  designed  to  promote  good  will  to  ni<;n  and 
pe»ico  (»n  Oiirlh,  there  lias  arisen  a  tcrrihly  gigantic  j)0\ver, 
pverrdia  lowing  all  our  institutions  of  every  kind,  \v]iose  sole 
effects  : ire  niis'.hiiT,  misery  ;ind  pollution  of  every  ki):d  and  de- 
gree, it  is  iinpossible  to  suppose  that  the  licpaor  tr.iiii!,:  could 
have  grtAvii  to  its  j)rcsent  mighty  proportions  if  ih(.'  wa^jimien 
of  Zion  h,id  heen  vigil.mt  ;  if  the  Chu'vh  luid  becu  niiihrul  to 
her  voratio;!.  I'lie  legislature  v»ould  not  have  da";'ii  lo  leijal- 
ize  tlie  triti'lio  ;  it  would  have  oeeu  '.'oiupelli'd  (o  ■■i'o[)r,'Ss  it  if 
the  uii!i>.',d  h'i'ongtli  of  c;iio(v!ied  Chris.; 'aniiy  li.i.ii  piotested 
agaiiAst  ic,  -A'td  dcin^iiidi'd  its  extincti)n.  There  is  en-  g'.  in  the 
gospel  to  v.jj.aise  ihe  masses,  gi\ing  t'lein  divine  lil'o  ao«l  i)0%ver 
over  sin  and  Saiaii,  tint  if  the  human  depositories  of  Mki'..  powei' 
allow  anil  <  'leri^h  tlie  overgi'owths  auvl  snjxi-in'jn.i.Nocmeics  of  an, 
inhpiity  sueli  as  the  liquor  tratlle  surely  is,  tiieii  and  therefore 
are  the  di\  iii.-i  purposes  thwarted,  and  wickedness  i)ecoiiu.'S  im- 
pudently trinni  pliant.  We  hope  for  belter  tilings^  though  we 
tlu's  s]>c;ilc.  The  Canada  Temperance  Union  would  consolidate 
ami  hai'n;oiii/:e  the  action  of  all  parties  in  or  out  of  the 
Churche^^,  and  thei-e  never  was  a  time  when  unj.:ed  eirvJi-fc  was 
more  impe;'a'  Ively  demanded.  But  T  do  imt  hesli.ite  to  injpeacli 
the  Churche  ;  of  the  past  Vv'ith  being  instrumental  in  greatly 
increasing  the  intemperance  v,diich  prevails.  J:]ven  nosv  com- 
plicity iii  the  tradic  ;  subserviency  to  drinkieg  cusioms,  and 
obsecpiious  sileuee  when  the  truth  might  and  should  be  spoken 
and  acted  ;  these,  and  other  things  following  in  iheir  train, 
have  br-u'-ht  us  to  the  pass  we  are  in.  There  area  -.^reat  num- 
her  of  n.'iiiis'uMs  ami  members  of  Churches  who  are  true  and 
trusty  U)  the  temi)erance  reform  ;  total,  j^hstainers  ;    hM.rdwork,^ 
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ing  advocates  of  jn'olubition  ;  l)ut  they  have  been  shocked  by  the 
hostility  of  mau}^,  and  the  indilieivnce  of  more.  They  liave  all 
along  been  ci'i})j)le(l  and  embari-assed  by  the  insiduoiis  countej'r 
working  of  adversaries,  and  tlic  cruel  antipatliy  of  such  as  should 
Iiave  been  friends.  The  whole  comnuiuity  must  needs  l'>e 
arouseil  to  the  existiiig  danger,  aTul  seek  by  all  lawful  ineana 
to  avert  the  consequences  threatened. 

The  science  of  statistics  has  been  thoroughly  studied   of  late 
years.      Governments   and  public  institutions  have   employed 
men  of  talent,  and  invested  tl).eni  with   authority  to  ol»tain  in- 
formation on  Jill  subjects   bearing  on   the  national   and   social 
welfare.       "^rhey   h;iv-e   generally  only   suj)plied   the   facts  and 
figures,  leaving  to  otL'ers  the  tluly  of  comparison   and   calcula- 
tion, with  •!  view  to  reth'c.s.s  wrongs  and  adjust  differences.     It 
would  rsL'ciu  reasonable  to  exjjcct  that  any  government  knowing 
that  any  one  busijiess  al)t<orijing  a  ^-ast  amount  of  ca}»ital,  and 
iliirusing  itself  tln-oughout  every  jjart  of  the  countiy,  abstnioi- 
ing  the  means  of  subsistence  ;  multiplying  })aupers  ;  murdering 
the  population  ;    augmenting  crime  and  misery  ;    cri])]>liiig  en- 
terprise, and  diminishiiig  tlie  gains  of  useful  trades  and  benefi- 
cial comuicrcc,  would  jirobably  devise  measures  to  i'C})ress  the 
evil,  and   gunrd   the   many   agiii:ist   the   cupidity   of  the   few. 
The  fiiot  that  a  large   }>i-o[>oi-tion  of  the   reveiuie   was   derived 
from  those  Kources  would  not  stand  in  the  way  of  investigation 
and  decision,  if  it  were  seen  and  felt  that  no   amount  of  reve. 
jiue,   however  great,   could    justify    moral    v/rong    and    social 
f3uicide,:ind  tliat  there  inirst  Ije  in  the  vciy  nature  of  tilings,  and  m 
ju;cordance  with  the  laws  of  political  and  socijvl  economy,  soii>€ 
other  and  more  equitable  metliod  of  providing  for  all  the  ueoefl- 
savy  expcjidltures  incuj'rcd  in  the  cond\ict  of  civil  g(jvernment. 
Only  by  a  torvlI)]e,  judicial  bllndu(>.ss,  or   by  the   infituation  of 
voluntary  ignorance,  c::m  any  peo])ie.  siibmit  to  the  adoption  of 
tiscnl   mciisuios   for  revejiuc   purposes,   which  iji   tlieir    actual 
o|)eiaiions  de>stroy  tJje  energies  cf  the  people  ;    nullify  every 
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Mi/i)jeot  foi"  ^vInt•ll  a  goveniment  is  costitntcc],  and  icikuh-  iiioffec- 
tual  all  efforts  of  tlio  wise  aud  gCKjd  to  elevate  tlio  iriii..s;-ses,  autl 
|ii-oinote  that  i'ig]itoou.si\e.s.s  wkich  alone  exaltetli  ;niy  Datit^u. 

The  inimeuse  drain  of  the  natioiiai  i-<.\s(!ui\,-eH  ]))oduced  ')\  th(t 
liquor  traffic,  is  a  fair  snbject  for  coii.sideratioii.  At  tiie  pre- 
sent tuae  it  is  the  more  necessary  to  i;ui"Siie  the  iij\  estimation, 
because  it  is  certain  that  intenipevanco  and  tJjo  iiievitrvl-hj  fniit.s 
of  the  tratHc  are  increasing  rather  than  diwvini.shii;;.^,  aid  further, 
because  their  exis'tn  an  orgariized  body  of  adv  ers<(rif,'s  wlio  mv 
resolved  to  i-enio\e  the  fevv'  restrictions  which  o]ierate  ;\g.iinst 
tJie  traliic,  and  the  partial  disqualilications  wliich  boar  upon 
tJiem  in  municipal  i-elationc;.  So  far  from  v.islkir.g  tlv^so  per- 
sons success,  or  yielding  to  the  pi-esfau-e  they  may  i.Talco,  it  m 
mu'S  to  show  that  the  entire  business  ought  to  be  sn}*pr.'.iK(.Ml, 
fwid  that  the  connnunity  s.hould  be  protected  against  the  vlevel- 
o^)ement  of  the  combined  forces  of  natural  evil  and  [jim  .:ouaI 
mpacity,  by  the  most  stringent  prohibitory  enactments,  to  be 
enforced  with  the  severest  i>cnpJties. 

llie  bllicial  statements  of  the  Minister  of  Customs  for  llif^ 
focal  year  ending  June  30th,  18GD,  hi'^o\'e  n<jt  j-et  n'acliod  me. 
As  far  as  relatc'-s  to  the  inqjortation  of  stroiig  (hbik,  chore  i^s 
no  reason  to  s\ij>pose  that  thei-e  has  been  any  diminution  as 
compared  with  the  i*eturns  of  18G8.  These  aixi  k'tbic  me,  and 
from  this  soiu^co  is  gatheretl  information  re.s|)ectiiig  tlie  magni- 
feide  oftlie  traffic  in  this  branch  of  it.  Iji  estimating,  hov/ever^ 
,  th'3  expenditaro  to  the  country  in  all  kin  Is  of  int  )m1c  iting 
liquors,  it  is  obvious  that  the  returns  of  the  government  fur. rlsl^ 
Mily  jmrtial  information.  Tlio  duties  ai"e  iirrptvsed  on  tho 
quantities  aiid  values  entered.  Take  f(jr  instance  the  article  of 
U-andy,  22-l-,045  gallons  are  entered  ;  value,  $232,609  :  duty 
)^157,773;  making  of  cost,  thus  far,  $300,472.  In  those 
[figui-es  we  have  no  account  of  freights  ;  of  {vliilti'i-c!,tions  sul)ae- 
quent  to  inq  oitation  ;  nor  of  actual  charges  in  the  Avholesale 
Mid  retLiil  marketL-;.     That  ai'ticle  alone  costs  the  consu!n.9is^  jvt 
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a  very  low  estimate,   $900,000   w  .^1, 000,000.      But  let  us 
oxaniiue  the  whole, 
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THere,  then,  is  a  total  estimated  cost  to  the  consumers  of 
liquors,  of  four  millions,  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  thou- 
sand, three  hundred  and  nine  <3ollars,  but  the  estimates  are^ 
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U).  many  cases,  far  below  the  realities,  we  may  safely  put  tlie 
amount  down  at  $5,000,000. 

Looking  at  ilie  table  of  imports  for  Nova  Scotia,  and  taking 
tlie  same  lujuois,  including  ale,  beer  and  })ortcr,  we  find  as 
follows  : — Gai'ous  iuii)or(ed,  .jol,00');  Vidno,  $41.'), 911 ;  duties, 
$352,20  >  ;  total,  $708,17-1:.  i\))pvo.\iinale  cost  to  consumers, 
$1,500,000.

All  expei:ses  of  every  kind  must  be  paid,  by  the  coiisum«rs, 

and  to  them  the  total  cost  of  tli  ^   imported  li(piors  cannot  be 

less  than  i^8, 100,000. 

The  Inland  l\evenue  Efsturns  for    1808,   have  not   come  to. 

hand,  or  have  not  been  furnislifd  to  me,  so  that  I  could  exam- 
ine them  in  detail.  Of  the  total  returns  relathig  to  the  manu- 
facture of  spii  its  and  beer  in  the  pro\iuc('S,  I  have  obtained 
som.e  psu'ticulars,  suflicient  to  alarm  those  who  have  the  real 
welfare  of  the  Dominion  at  heart.  I  quote  from  the  returns 
IHiblished  foF  the  yeav  ending  Jmie  30th,  18GS. 

The  distilleries  produced   4,080,.047  gallons  of'  jH-oof  s})irit, 
wine  measure,    and  the  breweries    7,432,685   gallons  of  beer, 
making  a  total  of  11,513,732   gallons  of   intoxicating  drinks. 
Some  portion,  a  fraction  merely,   enters   into  other  manufac- 
tures, but  this  is  more  than  made  up  by  illicit  processss.additions 
^nfi-adultorations.     The  more  than  4,000,000  gallons  of  proof 
spiiit  is  diluted  and  adulterated,  and  thereby  augmented  iji  bulk 
by  nearly  50  per  cent.,  making  over  6,000,000  gallons  ol  poie:-. 
oaious  liquor  to  be  poured  down  the  throats  of  civilized  human- 
ity; which,  together  with  the  beer,  if  undiluted  and  unadu 
terated,   makes  a   grand  total  of  13,433,685  gallons  of  drink,^. 
against  which  poor  humu a  nature  has  to  contend.. 
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Fi-oni    these   sources   of  income,  tlie  govennneut  niiac«  ih- 

excis(i  (luticH  tlie  sum  of  $2,425,089  89.      The  duty  ou  mult 

l)r.)(liicos  !^n;2,iw8.99,  making  $2,588,308.88. 

CViusider,  tiieu,  what  must  be  the  aggregate   cost  to  the  oou- 

Humers,  of  all  thin  bevemge.  They  must  pay  all — lir.:>t  oosrt, 
duties,  tavern  licences,  i)rofits — every  cent  must  be  paid  by  tli« 
consumers.  J  would  not  exaggerate,  for  I  wish  the  facts  on>y 
to  be  fairly  stated.  It  is  dilKcult  to  ascertain  the  cost  to  oou- 
numers  with  i)erfect  accuracy,  but  T  liave  suilicient  data  befojo 
ine  to  put  it  down  at  the  enormous  sum  of  .^1(), 000,000  ;  add 
t*'  this  tlie  $8,100,000,  dravv-n  out  of  the  }niblic  purse  for  im- 
l)ortyd  liquors,  and  then  the  ni»palling  lignr.vs  are  befcjre  iw. 
Our  D'viniiiiiou  ]i(pior  bill  comes  at  least  to  $18,100,000,  Eigh- 
teen millions  one  hundred  thousand  Dolho's  !  more  tlian  $5  per 
head  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  J^<jminion. 

Tlioso  v\h<)  jii.iy  think  this  estimtite  too  }ii,:L';'i,  arj  here  I'e- 
mindod,  that  luider  the  Internal  Ptcvenue  Act  there  is  the 
Brewer's  License  of  $50,  and  the  Distil];,'r's  or  Pieetifier's  Li- 
cense of  $250  annually,  to  be  paid.  Of  distilleries  we  have  25, 
••iliich  gives  the  sum  of  $0,250  ;  of  Breweries  there  are  153,  and 
these  licenses  amount  to  $7,050,  making  together  $13,900.  By 
returns,  made  respecting  Tavern  Licenses  in  1807,  for  tlte 
Province  of  Ontario  and  Quebec,  we  find  r^o  less  than  4410  in 
operatic  »n.  The  Inland  Revenue  compilatio7)s  Irive  several  otlter 
items  includc'-i  in  the  totals  from  the  t^a-ritorial  divisions  of 
that  de})artment,  making  a  gross  total  of  several  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ;  but  the  sum  of  $40,000,  lor  lic(Mises  to  sell,  may 
safely  be  added  to  the  general  expendituco  for  liquor,  to  say 
nothing  of  rents  and  taxes  which  mu^t  .li  lea  t  in  j>art  be  paitl 
by  the  consmners  of  the  produce  of  the  -till.,  md  vats  of  the 
manufacturers.  It  is  perfectly  horrifying  thai;  all  this  treaaur© 
should  be  squandered  for  mere  physical  giatilication. 

Consider,  too,  how  large  a  quantity  of  precious  grain  is  itosr 
^•oyed  in  the  process  of  distillation  and  brewing.     Tlie  lalfeo&t 
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i-oturiis  which  I  have  liatl  an  opjKjrtuuity  of  exaniiuiu;;^,  aro 
those  made  to  the  Dominion  I'avliament  for  tlie  tiseal  veai* 
emlin,!^  3()tli  of  Junt;,  1S()(S.  Taking  these  figures,  therefore,  wo 
find  tli(i  quantity  of  varicnis  kinds  of  grain  used  by  the  Brewers 
of  the  Dominion  in  that  year,  to  be  22,085,511  lbs  weight,  and 
the  Distillers  destroyed  67,(585,511  lbs,  making  a  total  of  00,- 
3i)7,:iGO  lbs.  The  total  weight,  in  lbs,  for  1807,  was  71,433,- 
50;  being  an  increase  of  18,1)34,210  lbs.  The  increase  of 
intoxicating  drinks  manufactured  in  1808,  as  compared  with 
807,  (a  fact  not  before  mentioned),  was  1,075,018  gallons.  Of 
he  kinds  of  grain  included  in  the  above,  there  is  no  mention  of 
arley.  But  there  is  a  separate  table  of  the  barley  made  into 
mult,  and  I  find  of  that  grain  348,475  bushels,  which  does  not 
appear  to  be  included  in  the  aliove  totals.  Reduce  those  to 
jushels,  and  we  have  at  least  1,700,000,  and  a  total  of  above 
2,000,000  bushels.  To  these  amounts  must  be  added  380,787 
hs  of  sugar  and  syrup,  taken  away  from  lawful  domestic  use, 
and  converted  into  intoxicating  drinks. 

It  is  not  for  me  in  this  paper  to  dwell  on  the  criminality  of 
this  waste  of  the  "  good  creatures  of  God,"  or  on  the  dreadful 
nsult  offered  to  God,  who  has  mercifully  given  a  rich  variety 
f  good  grain  for  the  food  of  man  and  beast,  but  whick  is 
jhamefuUy  converted  into  most  destructive  poisons.  The  sup- 
x)sed  cost  of  these  articles  has  been  given,  after  their  transmu- 
tation, and  when  they  come  within  the  reach  of  all  classes  of 
nbibers  of  liquor.  But  it  might  be  well  for  all  persons  who 
le  engaged  in  agricliltural  pursuits,  to  enquire  how  far  they 
•e  justified  in  raising  grain  for  the  purpose  of  selling  to  the 
)ii)tiller  or  Brewer.  It  is  a  "  fellowship  with  the  unfruitful 
vorks  of  darkness  "  whiftli^  is  at  variance  with  the  law  of  right- 
ousness ;  and  it  is  certain  that  the  Agriculturist  must  come  in 
or  his  share  of  the  costs,  losses,  calamities  and  miseries  which 
re  the  invariable  fruits  of  the  liquor  traflfic. 
There  are  persons  who  have  a  special  propensity  to  decry  and 
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denounce  the  Govcrrnnent  of  the  Dominion  for  its  hivish  ex^ 
]»un(lit\ires  of  jmhlic  niontjy.  They  are  iulvocates  of  rigid  econo- 
my ;  they  are  sliocked  with  what  a])|>earsto  them  wastt^ful  oiithiy 
of  the  treasury.  Tliere  may  be  good  rejuson  for  complaint,  and 
it  is  lUKjuestionahly  the  duty  of  tlie  government  to  manage  the 
])Vil)lic  lousiness  in  all  its  depai'tmentt*,  with  the  utmost  economy 
consistent  with  etUciency,  so  tliat  the  pecuniaiy  burdens  of  tlie 
[)eople  may  be  tus  light  its  })ossible.  But  look  at  this  amazing 
drink  taxation,  vohmtarily  endured,  without  compulsion,  and 
without  any  physic.d  benefit.  The  government  taking  advan- 
tage of  a  propensity  to  use  stimulating  liquor,  which  Ijuis  bw^n. 
mainly  created  by  legalizing  the  tratiic,  im})oses  a  heavy  tax  oil 
these  liq\iors,  and  for  this  and  other  reasons  we  have  the  tre- 
mendous bill  to  pay  of  $18,100,000.  Your  attention  is  direct- 
ed to  the  detailed  estimates  of  the  Dominion  of  Caniula  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30th,  18G9. 

It  includes  first,  the  interest  of  the  public  debt,  charges  of 
management,  premium  on  exchange,  sinking  fund  and  redemp- 
tion of  jiublic  debt,  the  total  of  these  being  $0,533,737  40  ; 
only  a  few  thousands  more  than  imported  liquors  cost  the 
Dominion,  Take  the  next  item,  "  Civil  Government,"  which 
inchules  the  salary  of  the  Governor  General  and  the  salaries  of 
the  Lieutenant-Governors  of  the  sevend  Provinces,  and  yet  the 
total  is  only,  (I  w^rite  in  view  of  the  liquor  bill)  only  $G51- 
3GG,GG.  The  estimates  for  the  "  Administration  of  Justice," 
require  $410,150.  The  whole  expenses  of  "  Legislation," 
including  miscellaneous  items,  amount  to  the  trifling  sum  of 
$483,183,  Without  further  details,  we  give  the  total,  $17,- 
900,911,84  as  the  Dominion  estimates,  $140,099  less  than  our 
liquor  estimates.  Let  the  people  remember  that  they  get  some- 
tliing  valuable  in  return  for  this  expenditure.  Perhaps  a  larg(5 
amount  might  be  saved ;  I  will  not  contend  with  the  economist 
but  I  do  candidly  enquire  what  are  the  returns  available  as  the 
product  of  the  liquor  traffic  ?      Tho  answer   may  be  given  at 
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«>7ioe  in  fji«ncr:il  tcnns — notliin-'  .'    aljsolutciv  notlilii!'-  tliat  can 
Im;  rofkoiKxl  of  v.iliio  or  wortli  the  baviiig  !     Alas  !  it  must  l»o 
told,  altlioiigl)  all  inon  know  it,  wo  do  got  somotliiiig  in  ntuiii 
f(ir  tho  oxp(Mi(lihircs  of  the  li(|U(n-  traffic.      Tlioro  are,   as   tli^ 
fruits  of  this  bud  husinoss — loss  of  health  ;    loss  of  lifo  ;   loss  (  f 
time  ;  loss  of  proix'rty  ;  loss  of  fri^nids.     We  rcaj)  as  the  fruits 
of  the  traffic,  jxmuiy  ;    raisory  ;    (•orrui)tion  ;    death.     As  Dr. 
(jruthrio  has    oloquoutly   writfcn  :    "  When   men  die,   conu])- 
tiou  eommonly  begins  after  death  ;    but  when   nations  die,    it 
always   bedus  before   it.       And   as    in    tliat    man's  {jangreiied 
•    extremities  and  swolle.n    feet,    and   slow  circulation,   I  sec  the 
henilds  of  death  approaching;  in  these  godless  masses,  sunk  in 
ignorance,  lost  to  the  profession  of  religion,  and  even  to   the 
decent  habits  of  civilized  sm-ielv,  1  s^'o  the  most  alarniinjx  siijns 
(rf  a  nation's  ilanger-   unk'ss  reniedi(>s  are  ))roini»tly  applie^l — 
the  unmistakable  foreruimers  of  a  nation's  (h-atli.

ing pass  through  the  blindness  and  decay  of  old  age,  nntil  they 
drop  into  the  tombi"     The  C(jrruptiou  and  death  mentioiied  as 
the  result  of  the  licjuor  traflic,   may  be  partially  arrested  or 
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delayed.     Tlie  recupevativc  powers  of  liuman  nature  arc  aniaziiif; 

the  compensative  power  of  lawful  couinierce  and  providential 

government  are  beyond  all  things  astonishing  ;  but  intempe- 
rance, fostered  by  a  legalized  trallic  in  strong  drink,  will  inevi- 
tably issue  in  national  decay  and  utter  ruin.  By  the  conibih<.Hl 
exertions  of  temperar.cc  rnen  and  women,  the  evil  ctfects  of 
the  traflfie  mav  be  restrained.  Wo  have  held  back  llic 
threatened  devastation.  The  religious  influences  of  Chris- 
tianity, operating  in  the  nations,  have  checked  and  modilied 
the  antagonistic  forces  ot  strong  drink ;  but  all  these  have 
been  insutticient  to  banish  the  enemy,  and  in  this  New  Do- 
minion we  are  ^-et  face  \o  face  with  the  most  lormidalile 
foe  of  hu">anity, — the  direst  adversary  of  God  and  man. 
Grinning  a  ghastly  brnile,  defying  moral  suasion,  entrench- 
ed behind  the  ramparts  of  legislation,  the  enemy  challenges 
us  to  Itattle.  Arc  v'f-  ready?  Yes,  wc  shall  fight  with  both 
weapons,  reasm  oi.d  law ;  assisting  the  weak  and  hel])k\s3 
drunkard  and  ;iioderate  drinker,  by  art^umcnt,  and  driving 
the  foe  from  his  entrenchments  hy  the  avenging  pov,  er  of 
i-ighteons  legis'at'cT)..  To  the  polls,  O  Israel !  and  there  you 
gain  a  victo.y  t  \i  forever  retained  by  moral  s^uasion  and 
Christian  power 

For  many  years  wc  have  been  accustomed  to  the  statistics 
of  crime,  poverty  and  death,  as  the  constant  fruit  of  the 
liquor  traffic.  It  is  questionable  whether  the  facts  have  ever 
made  a  suflicient  impression  on  the  public  mind.  W all  the 
information  which  has  been  collected  and  published,  should 
bo  gathered  and  presented  at  one  view,  it  would  be  appall- 
ing beyond  nicasure.  The  records  of  war,  and  the  cruelties 
of  barbarism,  have  nothing  to  show  equal  in  horror  to  the 
results  of  the  liquor  traffic,— nothing  so  shockingly  repug- 
nant to  humanity  and  Christianity  ;  all  the  worse  becautiO 
perpetrated  under  cover  of  law,  and  attended  with  remorse- 
less  avarice,   clothed  with   the   symbols  of  rectitud*?  aud 
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L'fltei-nity.  l^y  reason  of  our  present  situation  of  prevailing 
vntemperanco,  it  is  necessary  to  do  over  again  the  work  of 
foi'mer  years,  and  repeat  the  story  of  vexatious  wrong  doing, 
in  order  if  possible  to  reach  the  core  of  the  evil,  and  as  far 
06  possible  remove  it.  To  the  facts  then.  It  is  indisputable 
that  the  chief  business  of  the  police  in  every  city  and  town 
in  Canada,  is  to  take  care  of  the  reprobates  of  society,  who 
are  trained  and  nurtured  to  vicious  habits  by  the  hundreds 
of  drunkeries  opened  by  authority  for  a  consideration.  In 
one  year,  out  of  3,000  apprehensions  by  the  Police  in  Mon- 
treal, 2208  were  caused  directly  by  intemperance.  The 
Dext  3^ear  the  same  sad  story  is  told,  and  the  number  has 
ijicreased  to  4,217.  This  was  in  .Montreal.  In  Toronto,  the 
statistics  are  not  less  a])])alliiig,  and  everywhere  the  evid- 
ence shows  that  four  tifl  lis  of  the  crime  of  the  country  is 
attr"''iitablc  to  the  liquor  traffic -a  writer  in  the  Glohc  says 
ninetcen-twcntieths  in  Toronto  In  Ottawa,  the  Metropoli- 
ifin  Citv,  842  cases  came  under  the  notice  of  the  Police 
Magistrate  in  IStH,  and  the  respected  City  Clerk  assures 
me  that  a  very  large  majority  of  these  cases  were  for 
drunkenness.  Kverywhero  the  same  statement  is  ma<le. 
A  Canadian  Parliamentary  Committee  re])orte<l  that 
"Intemperance  leads  to  crime,  to  insanity,  1o  i)ani)erism. 
Qjie  half  of  the  erime  annually  c-mmitled,  two-tlni-ds  of 
the  cases  of  insanity,  three  fourths  of  the  pau]-eri>m  arc 
ascribable    to    intemperance."     Within    a  ihw   years,    ilio

We  have  every  day  a  statement  of  business  done  before  the 
guai-liansof  law  and  defendersof  riglit.  P.very  day  funusnes 
its  own  statistics  of  crime  and  madness  These  are  ganush- 
ed  in  some  cases  with  ribaldry  and  folly,  u  ord.no  ne  i- 
ment  to  those  who  care  not  lo  perceive  tha  the  u  u  k  and 
waifs  of  fallen  humanity,  made  ame^.able  to  ;^v-  ''-^^^ 
been  brought  to  their  low  estate  by  the  luiuor  tiatlie,  ana 
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aro  hastening  to  death  by  the  demon  of  drink.  Every  polieo 
report,  if  viewed  aright,  wonld  salisfy  every  candid  criquiror 
that  the  liquor  traffie  is  an   intoicrtible  bnrdeii,   an  unmiti- 
gated curse,  the  foe  of  CJod  and   all  mankind.     Within  a 
few  vcars  past,  we  have  had  to  increase  onr  ])enal  institu- 
tions, ata  great  cost  to  the  country  ;  asyhuns  l(.)r  the  insane 
are    in   course   of  erection  ;    hospital    accuinnioda(if)n    is 
demanded;  reformatories  ibr  vagrant  and  erring  youth  are 
established;   boys'  and   girl's  liomes,    ])nl)!ic  and    ].rivate 
chaiitable  institutions  are  in  ojxjration  ;    and  if  enquiry  be 
made  in  rvference  to  the  chief  source  from  whence  springs 
the  necessity  tbr  all  this  expenditure,  it  will  lie  answered 
that  it  is  the  li'juor  tialHc.

Your  Committee  on  Loi;-islation,  liaving  carefully  oonsid- 
ered  the  several  papers  and  docnmoiit«  rci'eiTcd  to  them, 
most  res|)eetfully  ie|  ort  as  follows  : 

1.  That,  in  ihe  opiaion  of  your  Conimittee,  it  is  ini])olitic 
and  wrong'  in  any  •  omniunity  to  sanction  and  legalize  a 
traffic  tending  to  the  iiicrease  of  crime,  and  the  destruction 
of  pro])erty,  health  and  life. 

2.  The  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  common  beve- 
rage, being  of  the  above  character,  no  consideration  of  pri* 

•  vate  gain,  or  public  revenue,  can  justify  the  continuance  of 
a  system  so  manifestly  wrong  in  j)rinciplG  and  disastrous  in 
its  results. 

3.  The  history  of  all  past  legislation  upon  this  question 
clearly  |)roves  theimjwssibility  of  satisfjictorily  limiting  and 
regu  ating a  trailicsodecidedly  mischievous  in  its  tendeneies. 

4.  Your  Committee  are  tliercfore  of  the  oi)inion  that 
nothing  short  ot  the  Legislative  probibiti  )n  of  this  entire 
traffic,  except  for  chemical,  medicinal  and  mechanical  ])ur- 
poses,  should  fully  satisfy  the  patriotic  and  temjierance 
sentiment  of  the  couiitry. 

^  5.  \our  Committee,  however,  are  aware  tbat  nuK.'b  diver" 
sity  of  o])inion  exists,  oven  among  the  good  and  true  friends 
of  jn-ohihition,  as  to  wheiher  further  action  should  be  taken 
ihmcdiateJy  in  favor  of  entire  prohibition,  or  whether  a  de- 
tormined  and  united  effort  otigbt  not  lirst  to  be  made  to 
work  out  practically  and  enforce  thoroughly  our  ])resent

Thouu'h  last  to  bo 
noticed  in  this  rej)ort.  it  is  re^-arded  by  your  ('ommittee  as 
first  in  importance,  for  upon  the  action  which  shall  be  taken 
reo-arding  it  depend  the  weal  or  woe  of  many  thousands  of 
the  livino-and  many  millions  yet  unborn.     In  dealing-  with 
the  lienor  liaflie  in"  the  four  l^rovinces  of  the  Dominion,  we 
encounter,  JMuonii;  other  thin,a:s,  vested  rigdits,   and  a  large 
amoimt  ofii  vested  ca])ital,  which  many  improperly  hold  to 
be  sacred  and  not  to  he  disturbed  hv  legislation  — while  in 
the  recent  acquisition   of  the   iJed    ITiver    country    we  ate 
called  up  )n  to  legis  ate  for  a  country    fair  and   fertile  and 
Nvitliout   the   suppo.ed  vested    rights  connected    with   the 
I'quor  interest.     As  yet  the  ascending  smoke  from    no  dis- 
tillery, noi-  rising  skuim  from  any  brewerv,  pollute  the  salu- 
brious breeze  that  genily  waves  the  tall  gnisses  of  the  beau- 
•  iful  ])rairies  skirting  the  natural  canals  of  that  great  eoun- 
■ry,  the  Saskatchewan,  the  A^sinaboiijc,  and  lied  Kivcr. 
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Let  your  prayer  to  theaiitlioritie?^  bo,  "  Lets  0!  in  mercy!  kf 
ihis  t^jiot,  this  rountry,  be  free,  forever  free,  from  the  curse  of 
Mlrohol.  l^rotoct  and  preserve  for  all  t*oniin<r  time  the  red 
];ian()t'the  forest,  and  ihe  white  man  of  advancing  civilizn.- 
lion,  from  the  dread  seoiir^-e  of  the  present  age.  Let  this 
le  the  one  green,  bright  spot  beneath  the  folds  of  the  dear 
oldiiag,  where  the  key-stone  of  the  horrid  ai-eh  of  crime 
and  sin  shall  never  be  tixed."  Should  we  have  no  other 
risyliun  where  man  can  feel  himself  fm' from  the  folds  of
